MINUTES OF THE TWENTY -FIRST ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE WISCONSIN PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION HELD AT 
LA CROSSE, WISCONSIN, 
AUG. 13, 14, 15, 1901. 



First Session, 

LaCrosse, Wis., August 13, 1901, Tuesday morning 9:30 A. M. 

The meeting was called to order by Th. H. Spence, first Vice- 
President of the Association, in the Y. M. C. A. Auditorium, with 
about fifty members in attendance, all oflicers were present ex- 
cepting President J. H. Kamps, of Appleton. 

The acting Vice-President Th. H. Spence here read a telegram 
from President J. H. Kamps stating his inability to be present 
for the opening of our meeting, but that he would be present later 
on. 

The Y. M. C. A. Hall was nicely decorated in honor of the 
convention. It represented a patriotic appearance, with its bunt- 
ing, flags, draperies, etc. 

The first business of the session was to elect new members, 
who desired to join the Association.

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REPORT OF PERMANENT SECRETARY. 

Secretary Henry RoUmann then read the twenty-first annual 
report ot* the Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association which is as 
follows: 

As soon as possible after our last annual meeting, after the 
proceedings were ready for printing, Mr. W. H. Barr, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee and myself, submitted them to 
several large job printing establishments in Milwaukee, and the 
price for 'maliing eight hundred books and ten in board binding 
ranged from $73.76, the lowest, to $136.00 the highest. 

J. H. Yewdale & Sons Co. were the lowest bidders, and re- 
ceived the work for making them. 

I mailed about seven hundred copies of the Proceedings to 
Druggists in the State and about twenty copies were returned, 
on account of change in location, also a copy of the Proceedings 
was sent to every Secretary of any Druggists' Association in the 
United States, and I have received one in return, from the follow- 
ing State Pharmaceutical Association which are on file in the 
Secretary's office, viz.: Missouri, New Jersey, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Maine, Illinois, New York, Georgia, Kansas, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Maryland, Indiana, Minnesota, 
North Carolina, Arkansas, and the N. A. R. D. 

The fore part of last January President J. H. Kamps ap- 
pointed a committee from every county in the State, for the pur- 
pose of organizing <jOunty Druggists Associations excepting those 
Counties that were already organized, and as soon as possible 
thereafter I sent an official letter to each one appointed. 

The following counties have organized since our last meeting: 
Dane Co., La Crosse Co., Monroe Co., Sheboygan Co., Vernon Co., 
Walworth Co. and Ozaukee and Washington Co., in one organiza- 
tion. 

Nearly two' months ago 1663 programmes for this, our twenty- 
first annual meeting were mailed, to so many druggists in the 
State, and in each Program a blank, application for membership 
was enclosed. 

On June 26tli last I wrote to the General Passenger Agent at 
Chicago, 111., for the purpose of making arrangements for a one 
and one third fare, for those w^ho wanted to attend our meeting 
at La Crosse, Wis., but before he would do anything for me re- 
garding reduced tares I had to pay him for two days joint Rail- 
road Agent services, viz., $11.00 for the first day, and $6.00 for 
the second xlay, then full arrangements were made, and above 
fare granted providing one hundred or more R. II. certificates 
were presented. Last year I done the work at Waupaca, W^is., 
all alone without any compensation for joint Railroad agent serv- 
ices only on one of our former meetings held at Janesville in 1899. 

Mr. E. B. Heimstreet, Secretary, remitted for the services of 
joint agent for one day. 
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All monies received by me during the past year have been 
turned over to the Treasurer.

This is an age of organization, and La Crosse is^glad at all times 
to have these organizations here. Mayor Boschert said that 
La Crosse bad a gi-eat many brave men and charming women, 
but we have a few kickers, and he supposed that every place 
had them. The Mayor then enumerated the good qualities of 
the Gateway City, and told of the numberless improvements, 
waterworks, sewers and water system, and many beautiful and 
substantial public buildings and handsome churches. 

He also stated that the City of La Crosse has a population 
of 30,000, and that they are proud of it, and that they are located 
on the father of waters, they have good farm lands, beautiful 
scenery, and thirty miles of vitrified brick street pavement, and 
are still constructing more. He touched on the growth of indus- 
trial La Crosse and told how the lumber industry had been re- 
placed by substantial manufactories. 

In closing he said that " the key of La Crosse had been 
thrown into the Mississippi river and I have instructed the Chief 
of Police not to search for it until the druggists have all gone 
home again. 

"Once more, in behalf of our city, I bid you one and all a 
most hearty welcome." 

Mayor Boschert's address of welcome was responded to by 
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Mr. R. M. Dadd, of Milwaukee, wlio spoke in a humorous vein. 
The cordial welcome was accepted with pleasure. He compli- 
mented the city for its cleanly and busy appearance, and said 
that it was usually thought of as the second city of importance, 
and from what he had seen of it, it certainly held its position. 

A telegram from Meyer Bros., of St. Louis sent to the Secre- 
tary of this Association was read, and ordered published in our 
minutes as follows:

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

In the absence of the President J. H. Kamps, of Apple^on, 
Mr. W. H. Barr, of Milwaukee, read the President's address. 

Mr. Cha.irman and the members of the Wisconsin Pharma- 
ceutical Association: 

Again we come together in annual convention as has been the 
custom of our predecessors for twenty odd years gone by, to en- 
joy in a business and social manner whatever there is in these 
annual gatherings to lighten, elevate and bless the life of the 
average retail pharmacist. And I trust the convening of our 
Association here to-day in this city will prove to the mutual bene- 
fit of all. 

It becomes my duty, as your presiding officer, to present to 
you a resume of whatever of note has been done during the year 
that has passed. 

Ever conscious of my inability to marshall the important 
events to the entire satisfaction of myself, much less of the mem- 
bers, I shall be well satisfied if I secure your approval in a 
small degree, and may I bespeak for myself your most charitable 
consideration, for if errors or any apparent indifference to in- 
dividuals should occur, it will be of the head and not of the heart. 

I was somewhat surprised (at Waupaca) when it w^as inti- 
mated tliat I uiiglit l)e elected your presiding oflicer for a year. 
I felt it unmerited as there were many others better equipped for 
the position than I. While this was all true, I considered it an 
honor and accepted, determined to do all that I possibly could 
to advance the interests of Pliarmacy and tliis Association. 

The first duty devolving upon me, after our adjournment at 
Waupaca was the appointment of three druggists in each county 
to form (^ounty Associntions, the result l)oin,q: tliat six new 
county organizations were formed during tlie year. While quite 
satisfactorj', I feel tliat we should liave liad better results. 

Quite a number of the chairmen of the several counties ex- 
pressed their willingness to proceed in this direction, and are 
undoubtedly using all their efforts to bring about the desired .. 
result. 

The new county organizations formed the past year being 
Dane Co , La Crosse Co., Monroe Co., Sheboygan Co., Walworth 
Co. and Vernon Co. 
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Your several committees, viz.: Executive Committee, Com- 
mittee on Legislation, on National Legislation, on Adulteration, 
on Queries and Papers, on Prize Papers, on Trade Interests, etc., 
will make their reports in proper order. 

As a reward for the interest Mr. J. Weber has shown in 
securing contributions for our Historical Drug Store at Madison, 
Wis. 

I have appointed him a member of our Historical Committee; 
the committee now consisting of Prof. E. Kremer, Madison; D. 
A. Taylor, Stevens Point; Christian ^\ idule and J. W^eber, of 
Milwaukee. 

I would urge upon the members of this Association the 
continued affiliation with the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, which you all know has for its object the betterment 
of the condition of the drug trade of our Country. 

During the past year our Association has grown and our 
membership increased. Let us continue the good work. Let 
those who are members inspire others and exert their influence 
with non-members to join the Association. 

It is with deep regret that I must state that during the past 
year death has removed from our midst five of our members; 
Mr. Jos. Hammel, of Milwaukee; E. D. Pardee, of Wausau; 
W. R. Kirkby, of Racine; Enoch Evans, of Cambria; Dr. Geo. 
Dale, of lola. We certainly in a greater or less degree feel the 
loss the Association suffers through the death of any member. 
Two of the members who died deserve especial mention, viz.: 

Mr. Joseph Hammel and E. D. Pardee. Both held the honor- 
able position of President and Vice-President of this Association. 
In them we have lost two of our best co-workers. They were 
tireless workers and were keenly alive to every interest of 
pharmacy. They were always with us, and here we meet with- 
out them. May they rest in peace. 

I consider it my duty to call your attention to the Wisconsin 
Pharmacal Company of Milwaukee; you are all familiar with the 
goods manufactured by them.

Mr. E. B. Heimstreet here made remarks- on Legislation, re- 
garding the bill to prohibit illegal peddling. 

He said that about thirty letters were sent to different mem- 
bers of the Legislature from druggists from all parts of the 
State, urging them to pass, said bill, to prohibit illegal peddling, 
but the bill was killed, and that we should commence at this 
meeting to have a bill formulated regarding sale of Paris green, 
and all poisons. 

Remarks on registering sale of all poisons, were made by 
T. H. Spence, H. G. Lemcke, E. J. Huber, W. H. Barr and others, 
asking how many druggists register all sales of poison, and it 
was found that the majority of druggists present observed the 
law, very strict, and registered all their sales. 

It was moved that the President appoint a Special Legisla- 
tive Committee, to take up the matter of the desirability of en- 
acting a law or. an amendment to the present Pharmacy law. 
covering sales of Paris green, sales of poisonous articles put up 
in small bottles by jobbers for the general trade, and the use of 
a special bottle for poisons. And to present the bill at our next 
meeting in Milwaukee, and to be accepted by the Wisconsin 
Pharmaceutical Association and have it appear so as that it 
originated and is demanded by our Association. 

Motion prevailed. 

Moved that the President appoint a Committee of three drug- 
gists and members of this Association to formulate and present 
the special Legislative bill to conform with the above motion and 
present same at our next annual meeting in Milwaukee for 
acceptance.

As the Chairman of your Committee on Legislation you will 
find my report a poipr one, as at the time I should have been 
looking after matters in the legislative body for the benefit of 
the Association I was called in other directions which precluded 
my giving any attention to these matters as should have been 
done. The principal fight on any of the bills of which there 
were several was concentrated on the three cornered container 
for Poison which did not meet with universal approval and was 
killed in Senate Committee. 

A Bill was passed prohibiting the distribution of sample pro- 
prietary medicines from house to house. A Bill was also passed 
designating the method of keeping or selling gasoline in ver- 
milion painted containers with the word Gasoline stenciled 
thereon. 

There were some other Bills introduced of which I do not 
know much as they were kiLed in committee through the exer- 
tions and influence of Hon. Fred. Esau, of Milwaukee, member 
of the assembly to whom our Association is indebted for his 
labors. He had a watchful eye to the interests of the trade in 
the State.

EVOLUTION OF A DRUGGIST. 

Jusi before the noon recess was taken a sketch, entitled "The 
Evolution of a Druggist," was read by T. H. Spence. It was 
in part as follows: 

"Pharmacists and Pharmasisters: You will pardon me, if in 
giving you a few thoughts on above, I make use of some ancient 
history of personal character. In the middle of the last century, 
year 1851, in the village of Waukesha, Wis., a male child was 
born of poor but honest parents. He was named Thomas, after 
his paternal, Thomas. Tommie, as his mates called him, at the 
early age of twelve years, by loafing all his spare time in one of 
the village drug stores, was utilized by the proprietors to deliver 
parcels, fold the newspapers, and in various ways made himself 
so useful to the firm, that shortly afterward he was taken in, 
not as partner, but as an employe, at a salary of 25 cents per 
week. 

"After several years of clerkship I took Horace Greely's 
advice to young men to 'go west,' and came to La Crosse, taking 
a position in a drug store at $800 per year. After three years 1 
bought the business and was enabled by increased patronage to 
finally bring it up to over $31,000 annually. Ten years later I 
established a wholesale business. During this time I was twice 
appointed by the governor on the state board of pharmacy, and 
had the honor to be its first president in 1882. 

"I give these statistics, not in conceit of what I accom- 
plished, but to show to the young druggist of to-day, who comes 
into the business under far more favorable circumstances than 
did I and other of the early ones, that there are possibilities for 
those who put their shoulders to the wheel, and do not look 
backward, or become discouraged. 

"To the young man who embarks in our profession I will 
give a few hints, proven by experience to be of virtue. One of 
the first requisites of a drugcrist is cleanliness of person as well 
as store: next, cheerfulness under all circumstances; honesty 
before everything. Never misrepresent your goods, procure the 
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best j^ou can buy for your customers and do not figure all your 
margins at 100 per cent. Advertise to bring custom, and when 
it comes, treat it so It will come again. When you have gained 
the confidence of the buying public, if you keep the goods they 
want, your trade will be satisfactory." 



REPORT OF HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 

During the past year, your committee has been very active. 
The increased activity has been due very largely to the efforts 
of Mr. J. Weber who at the Waupaca meeting became sufliciently 
Interested in the work to visit the chairman some weeks later 
and look over the material that had been collected. The result 
has been that Mr. Weber has made the most of his excellent op- 
porj:unities as traveling representative of the Wisconsin Pharma- 
cal Company. As will be seen from this report, a considerable 
number of contributions have been received during the past year, 
most of which are due to his efforts. At the request of the 
chairman our President last fall added Mr. Weber*s name to the 
other three previously appointed. 

One of the events of the year was the dedication of the new 
home of the State Historical Society. In this, the most beautiful 
building on the University campus, we hope to see our historic 
drug store equipped before very long. Upon the suggestion of 
the Chairman of your Committee, Secretary Thwaites of the 
Historical Society, sent invitations to the Past-Presidents of our 
Association. While several sent their regrets, your Committee 
is pleased to report that the dedicatory exercises were attended 
by five of our Past-Presidents, viz.: Robert M. Dadd, of Mil- 
waukee; A. H. Hollister, of Madison; Henry Rollmann. of Chil- 
ton; Edwin Summer, of Madison and Chr. Widule, of Milwaukee. 

The principal work of your committee consisted in collecting 
objects of historic interest for an historical drug store which 
is to be representative of Wisconsin pharmacy during the past 
fifty years of statehood. The interest manifested in this feature 
of the Committee's work is growing rapidly and is most gratify- 
ing to the members of your committee.

Most of the articles received have been cleaned, inventoried 
and temporarily classified and housed. The inventory at present 
comprises 1050 numbers. 

Whereas, the work in connection with the historic drug store 
has been the most striking feature, your committee has not been 
altogether idle in other directions. Papers giving accounts of 
the history of individual drug stores and of the life of their 
proprietors have been solicited, but with no great success. The 
rollowing accounts, however, have been prepared: 

Helen Sherman: Homeopathic pharmacy in Wisconsin. 
O. A. Soell: The oldest drug store in La Crosse. 
E. Kremers: The first drug store in the Wisconsin Lead 
region. 

Louis Lotz has promised to collect material for a lithographic 
sketch of Mr. E. Doweston, also to write his reminiscences of 
early experiences relating to the practice of pharmacy in Wiscon- 
sin. The chairman has also collected from Mr. H. Fess, Jr., of 
Milwaukee, data for a biographical sketch. 

The limited funds at the disposal of your Committee have 
not allowed of any extensive reproductions of documents of 
historic interest. Several have, however, been made from the 
first Directory of the City of Milwaukee for 1847-1848. This 
volume is rather unique as a city directory and only few copies 
of it are said to still exist. The copy used was kindly loaned by 
Mr. Fess. 

Several other documents have been reproduced by the phar- 
macy students of our State University, the reproductions being 
used in the "Badger Pharmacist" which contains a number of 
contributions of an historical nature. 

The results achieved during the past year have been most 
gratifying to the members of your Committee. Let us hope that 
the ultimate results of this work may prove equally satisfactory 
to the members of the Association and to all the druggists of 
this state. 



EXPENDITURES. 

Of the $25 appropriated last year, all has been spent. An 
itemized bill, with vouchers, has been sent to the chairman of 
the executive committee of this Association and bv him to your 
treasurer. For the coming year, the Committee should not only 
have a like appropriation with which to pay freight, express, 
etc., but should also have sufficient means to purchase the neces- 
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sary furniture and to properly arrange the objects collected, so 
that an **hlstorical drug store" can be turned over to the State 
Historical Society as custodian. It may be possible to secure 
the necessary furniture at $100. An enormous amount of work 
remains to be done on the objects already collected, or to be 
collected during the coming year in order that the "historical 
drug store" when equipped may be a credit to this Association 
and to the druggists of Wisconsin. It will scarcely be possible 
to do this work for less than $100. If this Association can make 
an appropriation of $200 it may be possible for the Committee 
to report a complete ''historical drug store" next year. It is 
now almost ten years since the first objects for this store were 
collected by your chairman. Though he might be willing to 
wait another ten years to see his plans realized, the numerous 
contributors are anxious to see their donations properly housed. 



REORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 

The Historical Committee was first appointed at the Green 
Ray meeting in 1898, and has since been reappointed each year. 
The responsibilities of the Committee, however, have become 
such that its reorganization seems to be desirable. Reorganiza- 
tion might be effected along the following lines: 

1. B^or each congressional district one retail druggist. Ap- 
pointment should be based on interest previously displayed in 
the work of the committee by having made or solicited contribu- 
tions, etc. Inasmuch as the "historical drug store" is to be 
housed in the home of the Wisconsin Historical Society, the 
trustee for the state in all matters pertaining to our state liis- 
tory, membership in that society or willingness to join might 
also be taken into consideration. The membership fee is but $1 
and the "Wisconsin Historical Collections" sent to each member 
are more than the equivalent of this fee. 

2. For the state at large two members, not necessarily re- 
tail druggists. The work was begun at the University and the 
pharmaceutical instructional force will always have to foster the 
work and look after the collection when permanently housed. 
A member of the faculty should, therefore, be on the committee. 
It would also seem desirable to provide a place for at least one 
member who is not bound to our locality, but whose business 
takes him all over the state. 

3. The appointments should be made for three years or 
until successors have been appointed. At the first appointment 
five (5) should be appointed for one year, four (4) for two years, 
and four (4) for three years. The Committee should organize by 
electing a chairman, a secretary and an executive committee.

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REPORT OX THE SCHOOL OF PHARMACY. 

Geiitlemeu: 

The past academic year has not been a very eventful one. 
The University at large, and that part of it in which you are 
particularly interested, viz., the School of Pharmacy, have had 
a fairly prosperous year. Although the number of pharmacy 
students in attendance was not as large as might be desired, It 
may be worth mentioning that the University bestowed a larger 
number of pharmaceutical degrees last June than at any previous 
com mencement . 

Of the nineteen students who graduated, nine had been at 
the University two years, seven three years, two four years and 
one five years. The last one was elected to one of the General 
University fellowships, being one of six successful candidates 
for unassigned positions out of the largest number of applicants 
the University has had for these positions. Nothing could more 
striltingly character fze the difference between to-day and ten 
years ago. Then such a thing was an impossibility. To-day we 
can point with justifiable pride to the third election of a pharmu- 
ceutical graduate to such a position. Another incident that em- 
phasizes this cliange of the status of the pharmacy student on 
the campus was the election of one of our assistants, a graduate 
student, to the presidency of the Graduate Club, an organization 
which comprises graduate students from all departments of the 
University. 

In this connection, I desire to call your attention to the Aug- 
ust Uihlein Fellowship which has again been renewed. No one 
man has done so much to assist the School of Pharmacy in ad- 
vanced w^ork that has been a credit to the school, both on the 
campus and away from the University. Inasmuch as the School 
is the child of this Association, might it not be proper for this 
Association to express to Mr. Uihlein its appreciation of his 
services to higher pharmaceutical education? 

An event of no little import was the publication of the 
"Badger Pharmacist" by the pharmacy students of the Univer- 
sity. This worli is unique in its character and Jias received the 
highest praise from the pharmaceutical press. Unfortunately 
for the financial side, it has not found as ready sale among the 
druggists of Wisconsin as was predicted by some of our enthu- 
siastic pharmacists. The price was put so low as to cover noth- 
ing more than the actual expenses. It would be highly appre- 
ciated by both students and University authorities if the State 
Association saw fit to send a copy to every accredited high school 
of the state. This booli would do more than anything else could 
to bring pharmacy before tlie educators of our higli school boys 
and girls, some of whom at least are contemplating entrance into 
our calling. 

There are some other matters which might well be brought 
to your attention, but there is one which at present is of greatest 
importance. I refer to the Summer Session. In order to secure 
for so grave a subject due deliberation and discussion, I have 
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deviated from past custom, and have ^eiit advance copies of tills 
report to all present and past officers of tliis Association, also to 
the members of the State Board. 

A year ago last April the Board of Regents authorized a 
summer session of the School of Pharmacy. The prime object 
of this experiment was to give those apprentices and clerks, who 
could not spend time or means to attend one of the regular 
courses, an opportunity to take six weeks laboratory courses in 
the fundamental pharmaceutical sciences. Such systematic in- 
struction, by competent instructors and with facilities unexcelled 
anywhere, ought to have proven excellent supplementary train- 
ing to shop experience and book knowledge by way of prepara- 
tion for the State Board examinations. In order to meet the 
practical needs of the candidates for the State Board examina- 
tions as completely as possible, the members of the State Board 
of Pharmacy were asked for their advice at the very beginning 
and repeatedly consulted during the past eighteen months. 

To say that the results have been a disappointment is to put 
it rather mildly. Several of the pharmaceutical instructors have 
given up a large part of half of their summer vacation to instruct 
five apprentices and clerks during the summer session of 1900, 
and only two during the past summer session. The University 
has been criticised because its courses in pharmacy were too 
scientific and its entrance requirements too high. In order to 
meet this criticism, the University has offered strictly elementary 
courses approved by the Board of Pharmacy and demanding no 
other entrance requirement than the capacity to converse in the 
English language. The result has been that in two years but 
seven apprentices and clerks have availed themselves of oppor- 
tunities such as have not been offered in any other state of this 
Union. The eyes of pharmaceutical educators everywhere have 
been directed to Wisconsin. In this particular, Wisconsin's 
pharmacists have not lived up to the motto of their State. 

These results naturally suggest the query: "Where have 
Wisconsin's prospective pharmacists been preparing themselves 
for their chosen calling?" For the purpose of answering this 
question a fiew statistics covering the past two years may be of 
interest. The following figures speak largely for themselves, 
but a few words of comment may assist in their proper inter- 
pretation:

The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy which formerly at- 
tracted a goodly number of the more ambitious clerks, has had 
practically no students from Wisconsin during the past ten years. 
The same is true of the New York College of Pharmacy. Michi- 
gan, although it has always had an excellent school, has but rare- 
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ly had students from Wisconsin. Chicago has naturally attracted 
students from Wisconsin. The Chicago College of Pharmacy is 
the oldest college in the Mississippi valley and in the course of 
four decades has sent a considerable number of its graduates to 
Wisconsin. The second Chicago college, established in 1886, 
owing to the short time in which it graduated its students, has 
also had a fair number of students from our state. In judging 
these numbers, it must be borne in mind not only that the courses 
at the Chicago colleges are more elementary, much shorter and 
the entrance requirements lower, but what is equally importanr, 
as far as numbers are concerned, that the attractions of a large 
city are great. More than this. The courses are so arranged 
that the student can work part of his time in a drug store and 
thus earn at least a considerable portion of his expenses while 
attending college. It also should be taken into consideration that 
Chicago is as near, and nearer to Milwaukee and the other large 
cities on or near the shore of Lake Michigan than is Madison. 
Yet with all these disadvantages during the past two years, the 
two Chicago colleges have not had as many Wisconsin students 
as our State University had. The University of Minnesota is so 
close to our northern countries that it ought to receive more 
pharmacy students from northern Wisconsin than it has had. 
The only other institution that comes into consideration is the 
newly established Pharmacy Department of the Milwaukee 
Medical College. Its course is modeled more after those of the 
Chicago colleges than those of the University. Its course can 
certainly not be called too scientific. And yet with more than a 
hundred drug stores within the community, not to mention cities 
of the interior where clerks might be attracted by large city life, 
this college has had but about ten pharmacy students during the 
past year. 

These figures clearly show that the large majority^ of appren- 
tices and clerks (Secretary Heimstreet informs me that there 
are about 1000 registered clerks and 600 unregistered appren- 
tices in this state), . . seek at systematic training w^hatever. 
They are content with such bits of information as they can pick 
up in the drug stores and the cramming of quiz compends and 
the perusal of State Board questions published in the pharma- 
ceutical press. 

This is certainly a sad state of affairs and deserves your 
careful consideration. Viewed selfishly from the standpoint of 
business competition, this condition of affairs should be corrected. 
Viewed from the less selfish standpoint of the cause of pharmacy 
and the welfare of the public, whom the pharmacist serves in 
the most critical moments of life, these figures are appalling. 
Either the entire regulation of pharmacy by laTv, including the 
State Board examinations, is a complete failure, or the results 
that were looked for by the founders of this Association have not 
been half realized. Whichever may be true, the entire question 
should be carefully studied by you. 

After the experience of the past two summers, there can be 
no thought of continuing the Summer Session under the present 
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conditions. If the University is to do anything more along this 
line, the request should come from this Association with a rea- 
sonable assurance of a fair numerical success. The University 
is perfectly willing to give the pharmaceutical apprentices and 
clerks such an education and training as the druggists of Wis- 
consin thinlt they ought to have. It cannot, however, be expected 
to venture upon any further educational experiments of lilie na- 
ture without hearty support from Wisconsin's druggists.

IS IT ESSENTIAL FOR A RETAIL DRUGGIST TO BE A 
PRACTICAL PHARMACIST TO MAKE A SUCCESS 

OF HIS BUSINESS? 

A boolc may be written on this subject, it is so suggestive of 
thought and reasoning, and in this later day pharmacy so many 
sided. Success in this financial age is measured by the amount 
of money made! 

I have always held pharmacy a commercial enterprise, and 
its success depending upon the^ amount of money invested, the 
hustle and push and the thorough understanding of the business. 
A i>harmacist is a dealer in drugs, chemicals and medicines and 
everything compounded of drugs, cliemicals and medicines. The 
Ox business is only a department of pliarmacy. Tlie more inti- 
mately acquainted a man becomes with his business and business 
methods, the better and closer a buyer and necessarily the better 
a salesman he becomes. A thorougli understanding of his call- 
ing creates an impression upon his trade and wins their active 
support. This holds good in many undertakings or callings. A 
practical pharmacist has the advantage of being a manufacturer, 
middle man and retailer in preparing liis own remedies. He 
must make his laboratory a source of revenue. This is under- 
stood to-day and a success in many stores where a full line of 
medicines are manufactured, everything from a corn cure to a 
headache remedy, from a sarsaparilla to a foot powder. This 
list may include toilet preparations, cologne, etc., household 
wants such as furniture and silver polish, washing compounds, 
etc., etc. The practical man because of his knowledge is continu- 
ously on the lookout to till his trades wants. He tinds them and 
tills them. A host of preparations manufactured to supplant 
proprietaries by the different houses can l)e prepared in his 
laboratory. This includes the different Pepsine preparations, 
Lactated Pepsine Compounds, Syrup Hypophosphite Compounds, 
Milk of Magnesia, etc., etc., too long a list to enumerate, yet 
yielding him a profit from $1 a gallon upward, a clear gain to 
the practical pharmacist. A few good wide awake monthlies 
studied will bring out many good ideas, which will be of financial 
gain. 
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The practical idea may even pervade his whidow displays 
and a process of percolating, distillation, precipitation, etc., can 
be displayed as a good ad likely to be talked of thus fulfilling its 
mission. The practical man will possibly study the problem of 
his own future in his own practical way. Notice some after rais- 
ing their store to the front rank in new location branched out 
in the department idea and have added Truss Department, Opti- 
cal Department, etc. This is a distinct advancement and shows 
a thorough knowledge of what constitutes success in his busi- 
ness. Again on another line, Urine, Sputum and Blood Analysis 
for the physician are a direct or indirect source of revenue. 
They are certainly a gratifying advertisement leading to a reputa- 
tion achieved in no other way. Microscopical work for the lay- 
ity, examination of meat for trichinae, etc., may be made a 
source of revenue and advertising which your less practical 
neighbor cannot partake of. Determination of butter fat in milk 
or selling the instruments for such determination may lead to re- 
sults in some localities. 

Photographic supply business and the manufacture of de- 
velopers, fining solutions, etc., can certainly be classed among 
the work of the practical pharmacist. 

It will hold home trade and extend the advertisement of the 
store and draw a desirable class of trade. 

The mail business offers inducements even for the pharma- 
cist, this should be studied to market his own specialties, thus 
holding a trade peculiarly his own. 

In conclusion a practical pharmacist, skilled and educated 
in his calling possessing capital hustle, push and good business 
methods will be a success. In other words the business qualifi- 
cations of the retailers being equal, the practical pharmacist will 
have such great advantages over his competitors that it means 
signal success!

EXPLAIN THE CHEMICAL TESTS USED IN THE AVORK 
OP THE STORE DURING THE CURRENT YEAR.

During the past year several examinations of drugs and 
chemicals were made at my store. I should here mention only 
the chemical tests. 

Two samples of Paris green were tested qualitatively for 
purity by the following simple but reliable method, which is 
based upon the fact, that pure Paris green is readily soluble in 
ammonia water, while all common adulterants, such as silica, 
land plaster, bone dust, etc., are insoluble. 50 grains of the 
sample was treated with 10% ammonia water; the blue colored 
solution filtered off, and the undissolved residue washed, dried 
and carefully w^eighed. In both cases the amount thus found 
was less than ^ grain, which corresponds to less than 1% of 
insoluble Impurities in the samples examined. Another sample 
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of Paris green was analyzecl quantitatively for amount of arsenic 
by tlie metliod described by the writer, in a paper, read before 
tills Association at Waupaca, last year. The amount of arsenic, 
in this instance, was found to be 49.3%. 

A carefully conducted quantitative chemical analysis, (re- 
duction to metallic state and very accurate weighing) for per- 
centage of metallic gold present in the samples of three different 
brands of gold chloride and of two brands of gold and sodium 
chloride, gave the following result: 

Sample No. 1, gold chloride 47.4G% metallic gold. 

Sample No. 2, gold chloride 50.16% metallic gold. 

Sample No. 3, gold chloride 48.27% metallic gold. 

Sample No. 4, gold and sodium chloride. . .29.12% metallic gold. 

Sample No. 5, gol4 and sodium chloride. ..28.63% metallic gold. 

The United States Pharmacopoeia requires that gold and 
sodium chloride shall contain not less than 39% of metallic gold. 
Both of the samples analyzed therefore falls below the standard. 

The percentage of metallic gold in gold chloride Au Cl3 is 
64.96% (atomic weights 196.7_|.106.i 302.8). So even the best 
of three samples of gold chloride examined, would appear to 
contain far less metallic gold than it should. The commercial 
"Pure chloride of gold," however, is not the true or neutral salt 
Au CIS — (which it ought to be), but an acid salt of the formula 
Au CI84-II CI -1-4 H^ O, which, besides hydrochloric acid, con- 
tains four molecules of w'ater of crystallization. It is prepared 
by dissolving pure gold in nitro — hydrochloric acid and very care- 
ful evaporating of the fluid. This salt contains only 73.67% of 
neutral gold chloride and only 47.86% of metallic gold, which 
figures correspond with those resulting from the above analysis. 
The neutral gold chloride Au CI 3, is formed on further evapoi'a- 
tion of the acid salt; the chlorine and w^ater thereby being liber- 
ated. This accounts for the somewhat larger percentage of gold 
in samples Nos. 2 and 3. 

Chemical tests for purity were made of the following items: 
Aqua Ammonia, Boric Acid, Ether, Chloral Hydrate, Potassium 
Iodide, Potassium Bromide and Sodium Salicylate. As the differ- 
ent tests for these chemicals all are fully described in the U. S. 
P., it would seem to be unnecessary for me here to repeat a 
description of the tests. Sufficient to say, that the liquids and 
salts mentioned all responded favorably to the tests made. 

The w^riter has recently finished a quantitative cliemical 
analysis of two samples of quiclv lime or ])urnt lime, obtained 
from nearby kilns. The analysis resulted as follows: 

Sample No. 1 — Quick Lime.

It will be seen that the samples examined vary considerable 
in their composition, and neither of them can be said to be pure 
enough to come up to the requirements of the U. S. Pharma- 
copeia. 

In conclusion I desire to tell of three practical and reliable 
tests, of which some of my fellow druggists may not have heard. 

1. Alcohol in ether is discovered by shaliing the ether with 
an equal bulli of glycerine. The volume of glycerine will be in- 
creased if alcohol is present. 

2. Water in alcohol is readily detected by mixing the 
suspected alcohol with an equal bulk of pure castor oil. Presence 
of water, in the alcohol, is indicated by the milky appearance of 
the mixture. Pure alcohol and castor oil form a perfect, clear 
solution. 

3. Water in ether causes a milky appearance by shaking 
with equal bulk of carbon bisulphide. 



OFFICINAL MEDICINAL PLANTS OF WISCONSIN. 

In order to avoid an unnecessary amount of dry reading 
matter I have divided the Officinal Medicinal Plants of AVisconsin 
into three classes, viz., Wild, Cultivated and Collected. Accord- 
ing to my investigations we have forty-nine. (49) wild, nineteen 
(19) cultivated, and forty-six (46) collected in quantities sufficient 
or less to supply ordinary demands. Comparatively few of the 
wild plants are collected in quantities sufficient to meet the de- 
mand; to this class belong Boneset, Sumac Berries, Tansy, Elm 
Bark and Smart Weed. liObelia Herb, Spearmint, Wild Cherry 
Bark, Blood Root, Dandelion Root and Prickly Ash Bark are 
often collected in considerable quantities, but very irregularly. 
During times of depression these drugs are to be found offered 
in quantities usually sufficient to meet ordinary demands, but 
at present hardly any can be obtained. 

A comparison between the demands of American and foreign 
labor can be drawii from the fact that the medicinal drugs which 
are here considered as obnoxious weeds, such as Burdock Root, 
Yellow Dock and Dandelion Root, are scarcely gathered and we 
are obliged to go to the continent of Europe for our supply. 

Many in the following list are to be found in large quanti- 
ties in several parts of the state, but are not gathered for the 
reason that northern labor cannot compete with southern labor 
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and consequently we obtain our supplies from the mountainous 
pastures of Virginia, North Carolina and Tennessee, and from 
the middle south, Indian Hemp, Pleurisy Root, Calmus Root, 
Blue Cohosh, Blaclc Cohosh, Ladies Slipper, Wahoo Barli, 
Cranesbill, Golden Seal, Blue Flag, Burdock Root, Culvers Root, 
Mandralie Root, Poison Ivy. Blacliberry Bark of Root, Elder 
Flowers, Scullcap, Virginia Snake Root, Cramp Bark and Black 
Haw. Senega Root is obtained in large quantities from Minne- 
sota and Manitoba. 

To the cultivation of Medicinal Drugs comparatively little 
attention has been given. Wormwood and Sage are cultivated 
ill quantities suflScient to supply a large market and the quality 
is much superior to the imported varieties. Garlic, Pumpkin 
Seed and Corn Silk are rather by products, but any year more 
than sufficient can be obtained to supply the limited demand. 
Hops, at one time an important crop in Wisconsin, has largely 
given way to the superior Pacific coast hop. Flax seed is raised," 
but only adds its proportion to the enormous demand for this 
useful article. Caraway Seed is being raised successfully and 
probably in time will become quite a factor in competition to 
the Imported Dutch Caraway. Stramonium Leaves is cultivated 
with little labor, but so far the expense of gathering and curing 
is too great to compete with Europe. 

As to the cultivation of medicinal plants a large field is 
open to those who desire to venture. Of the oflScial roots. Bur- 
dock, Yellow Dock and Dandelion are used in very large quanti- 
ties and could be cultivated profitably. My suggestion would 
be to plant them in rows suflaciently apart to admit of cultivation, 
and at the end of the first year dig them mechanically, probably 
a potato digger would be suitable. 

A few of the ofiScinal herbs could be cultivated with success 
if a suitable mechanical means of gathering and curing could 
be utilized. In this class would belong, Digitalis, Henbane, 
Stramonium, Belladonna Leaves and Lobelia Herb. Many ex- 
periments have been made with the cultivation of Poppy for the 
production of Opium, but as far as I am aware, the climate of 
Wisconsin is not suitable for a profitable yield even though the 
grain could be economically gathered. The truly wild medicinal 
plants such as Golden Seal, Ladies Slipper, Virginia Snake Root, 
etc., do not appear to be susceptible to cultivation. The wild 
nature of their surroundings appear to be necessary to their wel- 
fare and until we succeed in imitating nature in this respect 
we shall be obliged to depend upon the wild forests for our 
supplies.

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PRESCRIPTION AND STORE NOTES. 

I have turned this subject/ over a good many times in my 
mind and wondered what the gentlemen that suggested it really 
wanted brought out in its consideration. It looked innocent 
enough the first time I saw it — thereby I fell a victim. Now 
Ij's are all right. Store, that's plain. Notes, now the trouble 
commences. Well, let us look up this note matter. The Cent. 
Dictionary's first reference on note is "A mark or token by which 
a thing may be known; a sign; stamp; badge; symbol." Well, 
that's not bad. A mark or token that will identify your store — 
make it distinctive in your city — is a good thing to have. Some 
special prescription bottle, an individual label or characteristic 
Avay of puting up a package, a tinted statement, a lithographed 
card on stationery, a monogram cork seal, and signs, certainly. 
Now we all know that a sign is "an inscribed board, plate, or 
space or a symbolical representation, a figure for guidance or 
information." That's just what we need. We want every one 
to know where to find the best drug store in the city. Have 
your signs plain, bold, distinct and where they can be seen. 
A few inside the store to tell of goods with prices. A sign really 
tells a good deal, for instance, a half dozen loafers hanging 
around filling the store with tobacco smoke and other filth, a 
dirty collar or cuffs, a slovenly done up package, boisterous, 
scutiaing clerks, a show case so dusty that you can't see the 
goods in the case or a window full of cobwebs and dead flies — 
unless you are "advt." fiy papers. Even then you can do away 
with the cobwebs, — are eloquent signs eminently symbolical and 
convey a vast amount of instructive information. 

Ref. 2. Note "significance; distinction; reputation." Have 
you ever stopped to think, is my store one of our noted ones? 
What's it noted for — its whiskey, cigars, soda or fine X}- com- 
pounding? What's its reputation? Where and how did it get it? 
What are you going to do about it? 

Ref.^ 3 and 4. Note. "Notice; observation; heed; informa- 
tion; inielligence." Yes observation — observe your competitors. 
See what they are doing. Don't imitate them, that's an admis- 
sion of weakness, pick up all their good points, they have them, 
and see if you cannot better them. Observe your business, find 
Ifhe weak places, make them strong. Information is certainly h 
very useful thing to have handy. Customers want to know 
many things, you ought to be able to satisfy their wants. Know 
what your fellow^ merchants keep, so when the stranger steps 
in to buy a stamp and asks where he can buy a "punching bag" 
for his boy, or a "doll's cradle" for his girl, you can tell him. 
He'll remember it and some day buy another stamp. Now don't 
despise selling stamps. I have a competitor that asked a man 
who came in to buy a stamp, wuere he bought his drugs. That 
was a mistake, had that man formed the habit of buying stamps 
there, the habit w^ould have held good when he needed drugs. 
Don't get disgusted if some one comes in and wants to use the 
'phone and gives an order to one of your competitors. They 
don't mean to insult j^ou, they are just thoughtless. Show them 
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every possible attention, they will come again, and you will get 
the order. Advertising is another way of imparting information 
''store intelligence'* is one of the later names for this science. 
Some one has said that "the best advertisement a man can have 
is a satisfied customer." None of us can hope to succees unless 
we advertise this way, but there are other ways, of these one 
of the best is your window, an attractively dressed window will 
call attention to the store and sell goods. You have seen this 
matter illustrated in the Drug Journals. I recall a "sponge win- 
dow" that was put up for me by one of my boys several years 
ago. At the time the Wisconsin State Editorial Association. was 
holding its annual convention in the city. The Avindow was 
framed by fastening strings of sponges in the inside of the 
basing, a bale of sponges was in one end of the window and in 
the other the figure of a man made of sponges, he w^as equii)ped 
with a pair of scissors, paste pot and other appropriate para- 
phernalia. The window was a hit, and won many compliments 
for the young man, and a press notice to the effect that it was 
to be hoped that Mariner's window meant nothing personal. 

My friend Mr. Beyschlag, Main street has a very happy 
faculty of utilizing his windows, they are always attractive, but 
there is one thing about them I do not like. No it's not that 
they catch customers, thojugh they do that all right. Window 
space is too valuable to use advertising other people's goods, 
Ayer's goods, Pinli Pills or any of the well-known patents, but 
Mr. B. has his theory on this subject. I took him to task one 
evening for this waste of space, for I am always sorry to see 
a good man going astray, now he holds that these patents that 
are so well known have a drawing power and he proposes to 
utilize this power to get people into his store, then sell them 
his preparations. Now really that's not so slow either, neverthe- 
less I do not believe in doing much advertisement for patent 
medicine men. They as a class have done more to injure the 
druggist than the department store, for they make it possible 
for these people to advertise tiieir legitimate business at our 
expense. Now, the sooner we drop these patents and push our 
preparations, the sooner we will commence to make something 
besides a bare living. There are plenty of things beside patents 
that you can put in your windows. Look over your stock, then 
think; and that's one thing of which none of us do more than 
half enough. Think! brothers think!, then act. The satisfied 
customer and the window do not exhaust this field. The news- 
paper, the greatest power in the country, is open to you and is 
beyond all question the most profitable and the best medium 
through which you can reach the people of your community. 
Select the paper that reaches the most homes — homes of the 
medium class — they are good homes to go into — homes where 
you reach a very desirable class of trade. The circulation of 
such a paper will reach — well "our ad man" will claim at least 
4,000 — but say we make an allowance of 1,500 for his optimistic 
view of the subject. Newspaper men you know are liable to 
l)e optimistic upon the subject of circulation, 2,500 in my opinion 
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will cover the issue, if more no harm done. Now from three to 
live people will have access to each paper so that on a conserva- 
tive estimate you will reach 7,500 of your fellow citizens each 
morning or evening. Now the point is to pin your ad to theii' 
minds. To so word an advertisement that it will stay in the 
reader's mind and bear fruit is no easy thing, but the more 
thought you put upon this work the greater Avill he j'our reward, 
provided always that bacli of your advertisement is reality. It 
will be money wasted, time wasted, thought wasted, character 
ruined unless you are truthful in your advertisement for ti'uth's 
sake. 

Your entire store should be a standing advertisement, malce 
it talk, you can do it and it talks anyway, but see that it says 
only god& things about yourself, your clerks, your business 
methods, your reliability, your stock, and everything connected 
therewith. Even this standing "ad" don't want to stand too 
long, change it, malve it say sometliing new, something better, 
because jou are a progressive man, constantly striving to better 
your conditions and surroundings, thus being able to more faith- 
fully serve your fellow men, every day your store can tell a 
new and better story. But to "Hark back" Ref. H, note. "A 
mark on the margin of a book drawing attention to something 
in the text: An explanatory or critical comment on annotation." 
Ah I "Annotation," "explanatory" or "critical comment" on the 
margin of a book. I have a book here its title. The AVisconsin 
Pharmaceutical Association it is in fact the program of the 
21st annual meeting of this dignified professional bodj' of the 
commonwealth of Wisconsin Annotation. "A" page twelve, prize 
papers, explanatory note, promulgated by the officers of this 
dignified body, official critical comment. The first on the list 
absolutely unworthy of a place on the program. A bold faced 
advertisement at the expense of the dignity of the Pharmacists 
of the State of Wisconsin. Note "b" no name should appear in 
connection with any prize paper. Note **c" pages 13 to 22 in- 
clusive contain a great deal that is unworthy the attention it 
receives, and wastes much valuable time that could be put to 
better use. These things are not in the least educational, and 
that's what we are here for, or ought to be« Note "d." "Special 
prizes." Under this head the Flora A. Jones type of an adver- 
tisement and its accessory ought to be barred on account of its 
indecency. Note "e." Guessing contests may be to some extent 
educational, possibly admissable, additional. The day when the 
"Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association" awakens to the fact 
that thej^ will be a far more eminent and useful body of pro- 
fessional men with such objectionable features wiped out of 
their annual meetings, ought to be hailed with joy by every 
pharmacist interested in his profession and who desires to see 
it honored. Ref. 6, note. "A minute or memorandum intended 
to assist the memory or for reference." Speaking of memory 
Bacon says: "It is a balker, a cajoler, a deceiver, and as though 
possessed of living eloquence tumbles the trusting mind into 
error." You no doubt have found this true, and it is wise to 
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koep a memoraiuliim of your engagements duplicate copy of 
your orders *ad" contracts, contracts with your clerks and in 
fact all business obligations. Ref. 7, note. "A report of a speech 
discourse, statement, testimony and the like." You may have 
reported to you some speech or statement of a competitor be 
charitable in its reception, it has undoubtedly grown and at the 
most it was not intended to work you harm, and by the way 
you hear a good many speeches and statements in your store 
tliat it would be well never to repeat, in fact, do not remember 
them — they may be true — they may not — at least you do not 
want the notoriety of a gossip monger, nor your store that of 
a gossip exchange. Ref. 8, note. "A list of items an inventory; 
a catalogue." Good things — surround yourself with ^cafeilogue 
and Drug Journals. Keep up on prices and new things, an in- 
ventory, that's as essential to business as bread is to life. You 
cannot afford to be dishonest with yourself you must know how 
your foundation is and this the inventory reveals. Profits, which 
you must have or quit. How shall j^ou get them? Well that 
oiiens too large a held. I leave that for you to figure. Ref. 9, 
note. Promissory. Bar them a1> the start. Keep them barred 
eternally. Ref. 10, 11, 12, note. "A short letter or bill." "A 
diplomatic or official communication." "Small size of paper 
used for writting letters or notes." You can show your individ- 
uality by your store stationery and your good sense by the style 
of your correspondence. Which ought always to be to the point, 
concise and diplomatic. Ref. 13, note. "A character or sign by 
which a tone is recorded and represented to the eye." Some of 
the signs spoken of record and present to the eye the tone of 
your store and personality. Ref. 14, note. "Harmonious or 
melodious sound, air, tune, voice, tone." Well; these are all 
right in the drug business if they are musical. The air is the 
main thing in music. It comes pretty near being the main thing 
hi a drug store. It should always be a briglit, pleasant, cheery 
air. There should always be an air of cleanliness, of courtesy, 
of desire to please. There never should be a supercilious, a dis- 
satisfied, a bored or a superior air allowed inside or outside 
your store. Keep the air clean, keep in tune with all the world, 
have a good resonant tone to your store, one that people will 
hear and heed. Let your voice, if possible, welcome every cus- 
tomer. Never let it contain a trace of irritation w^hen speaking 
to customer or clerk. You may have to voice your indignation 
to both and the tone may have to be severe. When the circum- 
stances justify this it is as it should be. I^'s do not appear to 
be in the direct line of these references. Well you know we all 
say "prescript, are our specialty" and we might as well continue 
the farce. How is your prescript, trade? From the amount of 
attention given to cigars, soda water, candy and other side lines, 
one would judge that the XJ business was on the decline. Cer- 
tainly the style of prescribing has changed markedly in the past 
few years. W^hat has wrought this change both in volume and 
style of prescript? "Pharmaceutical progress" as represented 
by the great octopus, "The Pharmaceutical Manufacturer." 
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These people whose name is legion and whose preparations are 
as the sands upon the sea shore, are doing much to advance the 
science of Pharmacy and ruin the Pharmacist. They send their 
agents to the physicians presenting to them their products which 
are in many instances valuable. The physician generally to get 
rid of these gentlemen and they are gentlemen, fine as silk and 
stick like a sand burr. Well the doctor says that's a good 
thing, certainly I can use that, then to the druggist comes the 
man, and he tells us that Dr. Redhead is simply delighted with 
his preparations. Well you say when the demand comes we will 
meet it. You do not buy. The next trip the agent sells direct 
to the physician, having convinced him of the vast advantage 
of dispensing direct. Not only is there money in this, but the 
unprincipled druggist will substitute and your reputation will 
be ruined and your business lost. Gentlemen there's some truth 
as well as poetry in this. A prescription comes in, the physician 
has specified Podinck & Co.'s Elixir. You have Dolittle & Co.'s 
which is all right, any way neither of them are good for any- 
thing. This Is all wrong, the virtue of the Elixir in this case 
is none of our business. The physician has specified his prefer- 
ence, that should be enough for any honorable man. The grasp- 
ing pharmaceutical house and the substituting (druggist I believe 
are the two primary causes of what seems to be a waning jj 
business. There are undoubtedly others of which you will think. 
How may we counteract or remove these causes? So far as 
personal integrity is concerned every man must answer for him- 
self. As to the progress of Pharmacy. Let us progress a little 
ourselves. I have discovered while talking with these same 
traveling gentlemen of whom I have spoken, that there are quite 
a number of Wisconsin Pharmacists that are buying from these 
same pharmaceutical houses such things as Tincture Arnica, 
Essence Lemon, Peppermint Water, and many other simple 
medicinal preparations, that they ought to make not buy. Make 
your preparations, go with your formula and the product to 
your physicians, if the preparation is right, and our physicians 
that know us have not as much confidence in us as strangers, 
there's something wrong with us and we ought to be ashamed 
of ourselves. I repeat let us progress. It is a disgrace for us 
to be buying Tincture Arnica from a pharmaceutical house, next 
we will want to be buying a pint of brains, perhaps we need 
them. Meet this wholesale competition by a line of your own. 
You can make them, make them just as well as anyone, at half 
the cost. Go to the physician that dispenses, sell him your 
goods, you can meet any price, and the chances are furnish him 
a better medicinal preparation. No use quaiTeling with that 
physician and calling him names. Make some money out of 
him, have him for your friend. Throwing mud don't pay, it 
takes too much time afterwards for cleaning and you are pretty 
sure to have remaining some of the soil. 

I hope that every one of us realizes that into this department 
we should put our very best — our best thought, our best intellect, 
our best manhood.

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WHAT CAN THE DRUGGIST SELL HIS BARBER? GIVE 

EXPERIENCE. 

This paper is evidently intended to illustrate what the drug- 
gist can s^l his barber in preparations of his own manufacture. 

We will endeavor to give our experience, showing what we 
sell our barber of our own manufacture, and also of articles that 
we buy and sell him at a moderate profit. 

The Barber's Supply man is very much in evidence these 
days, and in order to compete with him the druggist must be 
satisfied with a small profit, especially on articles that he cannot 
prepare himself. 

He can, however, with tact and perseverance, work up a nice 
trade, not only with his own barber, but with other barbers 
as well. ' 

The first requisite for shaving is a good shaving soap. Wil- 
liams' Barber Bar is the soap almost universally used. We buy 
it in boxes of ten bars each at |2.70 a box, and sell it to our 
barbers at 30 cents a bar. Only 10%, but as we carry it in stock 
for retail trade we consider 10% a fair margin. 

Bay Rum, used in all barber shops, affords us a better profit. 
We make a bay rum according to the following formula: Con- 
centrated Fluid Extract, Bay Laurel, 2 fluid ounces. Alcohol, 
% gallon; Water, q. s., to make 1 gallon; Tincture Curcuma q. s., 
to color. Agitating with a little Talcum and filtering. This 
costs us about $1.50 to $1.60 a gallon, and we sell it to our bar- 
bers for 25 cents a pint. 

Distilled Extract of Witch Hazel is probably used more than 
any other preparation. This, of course, cannot be made by 
druggists, but can be purchased very cheaply and of much better 
quality than usually furnished by Barber's Supply Houses. 

We buy the extract in one-half barrel lots at about 60 cents 
per gallon, and supply the barbers at 30 cents a quart or $1 a 
gallon. This affords a very good profit. 

The Barber Supply men are now offering other so-called anti- 
septic preparations to take the place of Bay Run and Witch 
Hazel for use after shaving, under the names of Boristal, 
Aristo, etc. 

We obtained from the Cincinnati Perfume Company a Con- 
centrated Toilet Pomade which they call Po-Sep-Co, in Lilac and 
Violet odors, at 50 and 75 cents an ounce, respectively, one ounce 
of which, dissolved in one gallon of water to which 15% of 
alcohol has been added, yields an article very similar to the above 
named preparations. 

This costs about $1 a gallon, and we sell the barber at 25 
cents a pint or $1.50 a gallon. Other toilet waters can be made 
by using French's concentrated extracts or other extracts, and 
diluting with alcohol and water, but cannot be prepared as 
cheaply, and as above gives entire satisfaction it is the only one 
we sell to barbers. 

Toilet powdei* is another article much used in the shop. This 
can be bought so cheap that it would hardly pay the druggist to 
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prepare it himself. We have one that we buy from a well known 
drug house at 50 cents a dozen, for which we receive 75 cents 
a dozen. It is put up in much more attractive style than 
powders furnished by supply houses. 

In preparations for the hair and scalp we make two of our 
own. A Sea Foam liquid, according to the following formula: 
Castor Oil, 4 flutdrachms; Ammonia Water, 4 fluidrachms; Am- 
monium Garb., 4 drachms; Alcohol, 16 fluid ounces; Oil of Bay 
q. s., Water to make 32 fluid ounces. For this we get 30 cents 
a pint. 

Quinine Hair Tonic, as follows: Quinine Sulphate, 60 grains; 
Tincture Cantharides, 1 fluid ounce; Tincture Capsicum, 1 fluid 
ounce; Jamaica Hum, 6 fluid ounces; Bay Rum, 8 fluid ounces; 
Oil Bergamot, 60 drops; Dilute Alcohol q. s. to make 32 fluid 
ounces. $1 a quart is what we get for this. Cheaper tonics can 
be made, but Jthis one has been satisfactory, and we have no 
trouble in getting the price asked. 

For shampooing our barbers use nothing but Packer's Tar 
Soap, and we sell it to them at the regular price for single cakes 
or thi*ee cakes for 60 cents. 

We also sell them Coke's Dandruff Cure. We purchase it 
by the gallon at $4.50 less 15% and sell it to them at $4.50 a 
gallon, or in smaller quantities at 60 cents a pint. 

Pomades for the hair are used but little here. We sell some 
occasionally, using a good quality of Petrolatum nicely perfumed, 
and selling it at 25 cents a pound. 

The list could be much prolonged, but enough has been 
shown to give our experience. Every druggist can suit the 
whims and fancies of his own barber. The sale, of course, is 
limited, but In the course of a year quite a little profit can be 
realized by every druggist who is wide awake and solicits his 
barber's trade. 

He will also gain prestige, for if his preparations have merit 
the patrons of the shop will oft time inquire where they can be 
obtained, and the barber will naturally refer them to his druggist.

IS THE COMMERCIAL CANE SUGAR OF THE MARKET 
CONTAMINATED W^TII GLUCOSE? 

In order to cover the field more fully, the different forms of 
cane sugar as found in the market and employed by the pharma- 
cist were considered for examination, viz.: Granulated and pow- 
dered sugar as obtained from the cane and beets, simple syrup 
and rock candy syrup. 

As a check Rock Candy crystals were employed, being the 
purest form of cane sugar. The test used, included the one 
recommended in the U. S. P. the other Fehling's solution which 
is regarded as a satisfactory and universal test. The U. S. P. 
test for sugar is to dissolve one gramme of cane sugar in 10 C. C. 
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of boiling water, then adding four or five drops of test solution 
of silver nitrate, now add 2 C. C. of ammonia water and the ■ 

liquid quickly brought to the boiling point; not more than a 
slight coloration, but no black precipitate should appear in the 
liquid after standing at rest for five minutes. Aiiisences of grape 
sugar or of more than a slight amount of inverted sugar. 

The first test was made upon Rock Candy crystals, but after 
careful application no presence of Glucose or Inverted sugar 
were found. 

The different granulated and powdered sugars as made from | 

beets and the cane showed no presence of any glucose or in- \ 

verted sugar. 

The next tests were made upon simple syrup and showed 
some interesting results. A freshly made or recent syrup proved 
no traces of invert sugar but a syrup after standing for three 
or more months especially during hot or warm weather always 
showed traces of invert sugar. This, however, must not be 
taken as conclusive that any glucose was added as an adulterant. ' 
The formation of invert sugar in tlie syrup is no doubt due to 
slight traces of acid, which in course of time cause inversion; 
especially during warm weather, or if the syrup were kept at an 
elevated temperature. 

In the examination of the different Rock Candy syrups, in- 
vert sugar was found in all and in some cases more than traces 
which led me to believe that glucose had been added as an 
adulterant. In summing up the work gone over we can only 
say that adulteration of cane sugar with glucose is not resorted 
to; and in order to satisfy ourselves when making any purchases 
of these commodities, is to test them, the tests are easily pre- 
pared and quickly show results, should any contamination exist 
in cane sugar.

SOME NEW SODA DRINKS. GIVE GENERAL HINTS. 

Under the foregoing title, which has repeatedly been dis- 
cussed by far abler and more able dispensers, the writer shall 
only vouchsafe to suggest such combinations as have been in 
use at his fountain and proved satisfactory. The selection of 
drinks is not so much a question of combinations as in selecting 
appropriate names, which in all cases should be short enough 
to be easily remembered and catchy enough to attract attention. 
The utility of Mint Syrup as a basis for soda drinks is being 
overlooked by most dispensers. On account of its cooling pro- 
perties a great variety of cooling beverages may be made by 
combining with such vehicles as Ginger Ale, Grape Juice, Claret 
Phosphate, Wild Cherry Phosphate, etc., all of which should be 
served with an abundance of shaved ice. 

One half Essence Peppermint added to Chocolate Syrup and 
served in ordinary way with cream finds favor with many as 
well as the following; 
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Boston Egg Flip. 

One egg, coffee syrup, 1% oz.; cream, 1 oz.; a few dashes 
each Angostura Bitters and rum, shaken with ice, whipped with 
fine straw, flipped and strained. 

Chocolate Leghorn. 

Chocolate and vanilla syrups, each 1 oz.; 1 egg shalsien and 
served as foregoing. ^ 

Alasl^a Snowball. 

Lemon and orange syrups each 1 oz., cream, 2 eggs, served 
as others. 

Sherry Cobbler. 

One egg, 1 oz. Sherry wine, juice of % a lemon, 1% oz. lemon 
syrup, served as others. All egg* drinlis to be served by topping 
off with grated nutmeg. 

A nectar syrup composed of three pints each of vanilla and 
strawberry syrups and one pint dry Catawba wine, served in 
usual way with cream and rum under a good name always 
pleases. 

One of our most popular drinks, and one which we run 
under various original names is a mixture of 1 oz. wild cherry 
phosphate, % oz. mint syrup and a few shakes of angostura, 
served with shaved ice in a mineral glass. 

The soda fountain to be successfully operated should em- 
phatically not be treated as a side line. A great many of our 
friends who run fountains wonder why at the end of the season 
that they have scarcely realized more than expense of running 
and In some cases at a positive loss. The opinion of the writer 
can be expressed in three words, viz.: Lack of attention. The 
plant may be the acme of perfection. Kept scrupulously clean, 
the finest of stock used in dispensing and still they remain en- 
tirely oblivious of the one important factor in building up and 
holding a lucrative soda trade. The soda business is capable 
of affording as large if not a larger percentage of profit than 
any other branch of our business after a certain point has been 
reached and in order to reach that point and beyond it is impera- 
tive that patrons should be waited on promptly on entering and 
not wait for a prescription cleric to wash quinine or some other 
substance off his hands prior to waiting on them. Where the 
location and trade warrants, the writer cannot urjre too strongly 
the advisability of keeping a thoroughly competent soda man 
in appropriate costume in continual attendance and where not 
practicable in no event to let fountain alone but to have some 
one there if for no other purpose than that of polishing glasses. 
The sale of Ice Cream Soda should be discouraged as much as 
possible for reason that even when sold at 10 cents price the 
profit is very small considering time consumed in making, keep- 
ing, serving and cleaning glasses, but if your patrons persist in 
calling for it, set aside a cozy corner in some convenient corner 
of your store furnished with appropriate chairs and tables where 
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they will not interfere with other patrons who are content to 
stand before the counter and drink their soda. Nor can I em- 
phasize too strongly the advisability of working up a trade on 
fancy mixed drinks as a trade once established on same not 
only pays in a direct way but is a valuable advertisement for a 
store. At a small expense and by the aid of some good dis- 
penser's guide, a neat menu card can be gotten up enumerating 
all drinks served both plain and fancy, with prices. Your news- 
paper space may be given up occasionally to this menu. Tasty 
announcement cards bearing an invitation to try your soda gratis 
and mailed to townspeople oft times make new customers. By 
all means, soda dispensers,- do not lose sight of two very im- 
portant factors in the make up of the American people; one be- 
ing a desire to be served quickly, and the other a craving for 
novelty. 

Old flavors clothed in new oatchy names often make a hit.

IS IT ESSENTIAL FOR A RETAIL DRUGGIST TO BE A 
PRACTICAL PHARMACIST TO MAKE A SUCCESS 

OP HIS BUSINESS? 

■ 

If. a retail druggist runs a drug store only and not a small 
sized department store, then, in my opinion, the answer to this 
question should be "yes," provided the practical pharmacist also 
has the necessary fund of theoretical knowledge. 

It is the combination of the two qualifications, pharmaceuti- 
cal college education and practical experience, which brings 
success to the retail druggist, because it makes a practical 
pharmacist of a mere vendor of drugs. The pharmacist who 
has the true practical gi'asp on things, who has learned to think, 
and who has had so much professional training that he knows 
exactly what to do and how to do it, he is the person who can 
make the retail drug store of to-day pay, and, I believe, pay well. 

Such a pharmacist will be in a position to know the "why's" 
and "wherefores" of the many little obstructions and failures, 
in one way or the other, which now so often happen to some of 
the retail druggists, and which nearly always causes the spas- 
modical "kicking," we are getting so used to hear. 

It occurs to me, that for the practical and educated pharm- 
acist, the field of new opportunities and additional source of 
income is very large. The practical pharmacist can manufacture 
and put on the local market, from his store, tlie hundred and 
one things, that tlie average retail druggist is now buying and 
buying again, from year to year, every time paying more or less 
profit to both t»he manufacturer and the jobber. 

Tlie practical pharmacist can make all the pharmaceutical 
preparations, used in the store, sncli as elixirs, syrups, medicated 
waters and wines, tinctures, solutions and ointments. He can 
also manufacture a limited line of nonsecret preparations, such 
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as cough remedies, blood purifiers, tonics, vermifuges, eataiTli 
remedies, laxative teas, liniments, salves, corn and toothache 
cures; also articles useful in the household, such as flavoring 
extracts, ba]i:ing powders, polishes, cleaning fluids, insecticides, 
disinfectants, fancy inks, and amateur photographers developing 
and toning solutions; also veterinary medicines, stocli food, poul- 
try powder, etc., and of toilet articles, such as lotions, creams, 
hair tonics, face powders and tooth preparations. 

Some druggists will say that it does not pay the retail drug- 
gists to make these things; but other druggists, who are practical 
pharmacists and who have tried it, say it does pay. 

Of course, a line must be drawn at proprietary specialties, 
fluid extracts, chemical salts, etc., but the practical pharmacist 
w^ill always know where to draw such a line. 

A laboratory equipped with the necessary apparatus for 
making these ordinary pharmaceutical and other . preparations 
could be fitted up, in most drug stores, at a comparatively small 
expense. With the better facilities for doing this work, would 
follow additional interest and more willingness to do it, on the 
part of both proprietor and clerks. 

It is the practical pharmacist who always knows how to 
make a nice, mellow cold cream from the many different and 
sometimes impossible formulas, brought into the store by lady 
customers. 

It is the practical pharmacist, who makes his supply of syrup 
iodide of iron and Donovan's solution, according to the U. S. P., 
in less than an hour's time, instead of sending the order and the 
profit to the jobber, often waiting days, before*getting the goods. 

It is the practical pharmacist who knows that where the 
menstruum is the same, any fluid extract wiM produce the corre- 
sponding solid extract, by simple evaporation upon a water bath. 

It is the practical pharmacist Avho knows how to make good 
suppositories, perfect pills and smooth ointments, and who knows 
that Basham's mixtures must be of a slight acid reaction in 
order to keep clear and ho free from the unsightly precipitate of 
the basic iron salt. It is the practical pharmacist, who saves 
himself both annoyance and expense, by occasionally replacing 
the old corks in all fluid extract bottles, elixirs, solutions (chlorine 
water, sulphurous a«id. hydrocyanic acid) etc., thereby mini- 
mizing precipitation and loss by evaporation. 

Besides being the physician's regular assistant by compound- 
ing their prescriptions, the practical pharmacist can prove him- 
self to be the doctor's natural assistant in other ways also, 
thereby bettering himself financially and at the same time gain- 
ing additional respect from the medical profession. I here refer 
to the pharmacists taking up the work of urine analysis, ex- 
amination of gastric juice for free hydrochloric acid, and micro- 
scopical examination of sputum for tubercle l)acilli. etc. 

That it pays to do such work for the doctors I know from 
personal experience. 

The practical pharmacist generally is also a practical chem- 
ist; he is able, at once, to tell calomel from powdered corrosive 
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sublimate by the aid of a little lime water or iodide of potash; 
and to tell a crystal of sal soda from a crystal of glauber's salt 
by applying a drop of a diluted acid. 

To some extent the practical pharmacist can serve the public, 
as an analyst, by making qualitative analysis of drinking water 
and milk, and microscopical exaiflination of spices, flour, etc. 

The practical pharmacist, as a rule, finds it profitable to take, 
regularly, one or two of the pharmaceutical journals, partly in 
order to keep posted on the advancement of pharmacy, and partly 
on account of the many valuable advices and useful formulas, 
found in these journals. 

It is the summing up of the reasons stated in this article 
added to others, not stated here, which makes me l^elieve that: ^ 

"It is essential for a retail druggist to be a practical pharma- 
cist to make a success of his business."

ARE PROPRIETARY MEDICINES PROFITABLE TO 
HANDLE IN A RETAIL DRUG STORE? 

An experience of over twenty years in the retail drug trade 
has convinced me, after careful consideration that the profits 
derived from the sale of proprietary medicines are of a greater 
volume than is generally credited to them. Experience has 
demonstrated that out of the total sales in an average retail 
drug store fifty per cent, and more are for the sale of proprietary 
medicines, the balance being for prescriptions and sundries. The 
average profit gained on the sale of proprietary medicines is 
from forty to fifty per cent. We will say that the total average 
sales tor the great majority of retail stores is about $25 per day, 
viz.: (including all sales of merchandise, etc.) of this amount 
from twelve to fifteen dollars would be for the sale of proprietary 
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medicines, with a profit of from forty to fifty per cent., indeed 
a iiandsome gain. Anotlier point in the favor of profit is that 
the retailer is not placed to any expense or trouble on his part 
in creating a demand^ and a sale for these preparations. The 
manufacturer of the same having made them even household 
words by their prudent and most persistent way of advertising, 
thereby creating a great demand for these preparations. 

The retailer is not obliged to push the proprietary medicines, 
but on the contrary in many cases he is forced to sell them even 
against his will. He cannot say this of any other class of goods 
he sells, their sale demands a certain amount of energy and ad- 
vertising at his own expense of time and monoy. In the sale 
of proprietary medicines no effort is required on the part of the 
retailer. A great demand has been created for them, they are 
bound to stay with ils and we as retailers are reaping the benefits 
in a pecuniary way. 

Let us then treat the sale of proprietary medicines in a 
more friendly way, think of the ease with which a sale is made, 
the handsome profit gained at absolutely no expense to the 
retailer. Compare the sales of proprietary medicines with the 
sale of any other article in your store and you must admit that 
it requires much more effort to make a sale for the non- 
proprietary articles. 

Before concluding I wish to state that another point in the 
favor of proprietary medicines lies in the fact that in their sale 
the retailer is not placed to any responsibility but the manufac- 
turer assumes all.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

-OF THE— 

Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association. 

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 



Section I. This association shall be called the Wisconsin 
Pharmaceutical Association. Its aim shall be to unite the edu- 
cated and reputable Pharmacists and Druggists in the following^ 
objects: 

Section II. To encourage proper relations between Drug- 
gists, Pharmacists, Physicians and the people at large, which 
shall promote the public welfare and tend to mutual strength isind 
advantage. 

Section III. To improve the science and art of Pharmacy 
by diffusing scientific knowledge among druggists and apothe- 
caries, fostering pharmaceutical literature, developing talent, 
stimulating discovery and invention, and encouraging home pro- 
duction and manufacture in the several departments of the drug^ 
business. 

Section IV. To regulate the system of apprenticeship and 
employment so as to prevent, as far as practicable, the evils flow- 
ing from deficient training .in the responsible duties of preparing, 
dispensing and selling medicines. 

Section V. To uphold standards of authority in the educa- 
tion, theory and practice of pharmacy. 

Section VI. To create and maintain a standard of profes- 
sional honesty equal to the amount of our professional knowl- 
edge, with a view to the highest good and greatest protection to 
the public. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section I. This association shall consist of active, associate, 
life and honorary members, and shall hold its meetings annually. 

Section II. The oflacers of the association shall be a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, a Permanent Secretary, a Local iSecre- 
tary, a Treasurer, all of whom, with the exception of the Perma- 
nent Secretary, shall be elected annually, and hold office until an 
election of successors. 

The Permanent Secretary shall be elected to hold oflice per- 
manently during the pleasure of the association. 

Section III. Every proposition to alter or amend this con- 
stitution shall be submitted in writing, and may be balloted for 
at the next regular session, when, upon receiving the votes of 
three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of 
the constitution. 
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REVISION OF BY-LAWS WISCONSIN PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 



ARTICLE I. DUTIES OF PRESIDENT AND VICE- 
PRESIDENT. 

Section I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
association, in his absence or inability of one of the Vice-Pres- 
idents, or in the absence of all, a President pro tern, shall perform 
the duties of President. 

Section II. In the absence of the permanent Secretary, the 
President shall appoint a recording secretary, pro tem. 

Section III. In meeting the President shall talie the chah* 
at the proper time, announce all business, receive all proper 
motions, resolutions, reports and communications, and order the 
vote on all proper questions at the proper time. 

Section IV. In all balloting and on all questions^ upon which 
the yeas and nays are taken, the President is required to vote, 
but his name shall be called last. In other cases he shall not 
vote, unless the members be equally divided, or unless his vote, 
if given to the minority, will make the decision equal, and in case 
of such equal division, the motion is lost. 

Section V. He shall enforce order and decorum; he shall 
decide all questions of order, subject to the right of appeal, unless 
in cases where he prefers to submit the matter to the meeting; 
decide promptly who is to speak, when two or more members 
arise at the same moment; and be careful to see that business is 
brought forward in proper order. 

Section VI. He^ shall have the right to call a member to 
the chair in order that he may take the floor in a debate; he shall 
see that the constitutions and by-laws are properly enforced. 

Section VII. He shall appoint all committees, unless pro- 
vided for in the by-laws or otherwise directed by the association. 

Section VIII. He shall sign the certificate of membership 
and countersign all orders on the treasurer; he shall obey the 
instructions of the association, and shall authenticate by his sig- 
nature, when necessary, its proceedings. 

Section IX. He shall present at the annual meeting an ad- 
dress, embodying general facts and events on some appropriate 
subject of interest to the profession and the commercial interests 
as may seem to him suitable. 

Section X. He shall appoint five (5) delegates (with power 
to name substitutes) to attend the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association of which he shall be chairman 
ex oflScio; he shall also appoint five delegates to each adjacent 
state to visit the Pharmaceutical Convention of such state, and 
to the wholesale drug association. 
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ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF PERMANENT SECRETARY. 

Section I. The Permanent Secretary shall keep fan* and cor- 
rect minutes of the proceedings of the meetings, and carefully 
preserve on file all reports, essays and papers of every description 
received by the association, and attend to the necessary corre- 
spondence, to sign all certificates of membel*ship. 

Section II. He shall read all papers handed him by the 
President for that purpose, and shall notify the chairman of 
every special committee of his appointment, giving him a list of 
his colleagues and stating the business upon which the com- 
mittee is to act, and shall notify every membeY of the time and 
place of each meeting. 

Section III. He shall be ex officio a member of the execu- 
tive committee, and shall be charged with editing, publishing 
and distributing the proceedings of the association, under the 
directions of the executive committee. 

Section IV. The Permanent Secretary shall receive from the 
Treasurer, during his term of office, an annual salary of seventy- 
five dollars ($75.00) and the amount of his necessary expenses 
incident to the meetings, in addition to his salary. 

ARTICLE III. LOCAL SECRETARY. 

Section I. A Local Secretary should be elected at each meet- 
ing, and shall reside at or near the place where the next meeting 
of the association is to be held. 

Section II. He shall assist the Permanent Secretary in his 
duties, and shall co-operate with any local committee in making 
arrangements for the next meeting, shall correspond with the 
.chairman of the several committees and with other members in 
advance of the meeting for the promotion of its object, and shall 
have the custody of specimens, papers and apparatus, destined 
for use as exhibition at the meeting. 

Section III. An exhibition of articles interesting to Pharma- 
cists may be had, should the association have so determined, 
under the directions of tlie local secretary, but he shall decline 
the exhibition of secret and proprietary preparations and such 
other articles as he may deem it advisable to refuse admission. 

ARTICLE IV. TREASURER. 

Section I. The Treasurer shall select and take charge of the 
funds of the association, and shall hold, sign and issue the cer- 
tificates of membership. 

Section II. He shall pay out no money of the association, 
except on the order of the Secretary, countersigned by the Presi- 
dent, and accompanied by the proper vouchers. 

Section III. He shall report to the executive committee, 
previous to the annual meeting of the association, the names of 
such members as have failed to pay their dues for two (2) years. 
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Section IV. He shall present to the executive committee, 
previous to each annual meeting, a statement of his account, that 
the same may be audited. 

Section V. The Treasurer shall give to the executive com- 
mittee bonds in double the sum likely to come in his hands dur- 
ing his term of oflSce, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of 
his duties and the safe keeping of the funds of the association. 

Section VI. The Treasurer shall receive from the association 
the amount of his necessary expenses incident to the meeting. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section I. There shall be appointed four (4) standing com- 
mittees, namely: An Executive committee, and a committee on 
Drug Market, each consisting of five (5) members; a committee 
on Queries, to consist of four (4) members; a committee on Legis- 
lation, consisting of three (3) members; a committee on Trade 
Interests, consisting of ten (10) members, who shall be presidents 
of the District or County Pharmaceutical Association. 

Section II. The Executive committee, of which the Perma- 
nent Secretary shall be a member, shall have charge of the re- 
vision of the roll, the investigation of the application for member- 
ship, and also act as a general finance committee. 

Section III. They shall present at each annual meeting, a 
revised roll of members and the names of any who have been 
disconnected with this association. 

Section IV. The Executive committee shall, in conjunction 
with the secretary, attend to tlie editing and publishing of the 
Proceedings of the annual meeting of the association, which shall 
contain a correct roll of members, full minutes of the several 
sessions, the President's address, and the report of committees, 
the report of the Treasurer and Secretary, together wnth such 
other addresses, papers and discussions not ordered by tlie asso- 
ciation to be published as the committee may deem advisable to 
publish, and shall fix the price at which the publication shall be 
sold, and to take care that each member of the association not in 
arrears is furnished with one copy of the publication free of 
charge. This constitution and by-laws shall be published in each 
annual publication of tlie association. 

Section V.- They shall furnish to each member not in arrears, 
one copy of the annual i)ublicatioii of the Proceedings which 
shall contain tlie correct roll of members, the full minutes of the 
several sessions, the address of the President, and the report of 
the committees, together with such addresses, papers and dis- 
cussions as the committee may deem it advisable to publish, and 
to fix a price at which the Proceedings shall be sold. 

Section VI. The committee on Papers and Queries shall 
receive all reports of standing committees and all papers for the 
association and shall arrange the time most appropriate or con- 
venient for reading them. They shall report at each meeting a 
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proper number of questions of scientific and practical interest, 
the answers to which may advance the interests of Pharmacy, 
and shall procure the acceptance of as many such questions for 
investigation as possible. 

Section VII. The committee on Legislation shall oversee all 
questions regarding the legislation that shall be referred to them, 
and shall look after the interests of the association during the 
session of the state legislature. The necessary expenses of this 
committee while engaged in this work shall be paid by the asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE VI. MEMBERSHIP. 

Section I. Every registered Pharmacist or druggist of good 
moral character and professional standing, whether in business 
on his own account, retired from business, or employed by 
another, those teachers of Pharmacy, Chemistry or Botany who 
may be especially interested in Pharmacy and Materia Medica, 
and the members of wholesale and manufacturing firms and theii* 
traveling representatives who sell to the retail drug trade who, 
after dulj' considering tlie objects of this association and the 
obligations of its constitution and by-laws, are willing to sub- 
scribe to them, are eligible to membership, provided that no one 
whose name has been dropped from the roll shall be eligible to 
membership until payment has been made of the sum of $4.00, 
when he shall be reinstated by a two-thirds vote of the associa- 
tion. 

Section II. Any person eligible to membership may make 
application in writing, with the endorsement of any two members 
of the association in good standing, to the Permanent Secretary, 
who shall report his application to the Executive committee. If, 
after investigating his application and standing, they should ap- 
prove his election, they shall, at the earliest time practicable, 
report his name to the Association, and he may be elected by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present, on ballot. 

Section III. No person shall be a member of this Association, 
nor shall his name be placed on the roll, until he shall have 
signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid into the treasury 
the sum of two dollars as an initiation fee. 

Section IV. Every member shall pay annually, in advance, 
to the Treasurer the sum of two dollars as an annual contribu- 
tion, and shall lose his membership by neglecting to pay said 
contribution for two years. 

Section V. Any member not in arrears to this Association, 
who shall pay into the treasury the sum of twenty dollars, may 
become a life member, and shall be exempted from all future 
annual contributions. 

Section VI. Members shall be entitled, on the payment of 
fifty cents, to receive a certificate of membership, signed by the 
President, Vice-Persident Secretary and Treasurer. 

Section VII. Resignation of membership shall be made in 
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writing to the Permanent Secretary or Treasurer, but no resigna- 
tion shall be accepted from any one who is in arrears to the 
treasury. 

All resignations shall be -acknowledged in waiting by the 
officer who receives them, and shall be reported at the next 
meeting. 

Section VIII. Any member may be expelled for improper 
conduct or the violation of the constitution and by-laws adopted 
by the Association, but no member shall be expelled unless he 
shall have received previously one year's notice of the charges 
against him. ITor expulsion a two- thirds vote of all the votes 
cast is required. 

Section IX. Pharmaceutists, chemists and other scientific 
men who may be thought worthy of the distinction, may be 
elected honorary members. Their names shall first be submitted 
to the Executive committee, and should they deem it advisable, 
presented by them for action to the Association. They shall 
not, however, be required to contribute to the funds, nor shall 
they be eligible to hold office or vote at meetings. 

ARTICLE VII. MEETINGS. 

Section I. The meetings shall be held annually, provided that 
In case of failure in this from any cause, the duty of calling the 
Association together shall devolve upon the President or upon 
one of the Vice-Presidents, with the advice and consent of the 
Executive committee. It is the duty of the Secretary to call a 
special meeting of the Association when a petition, signed by 
ten members and stating the object, is duly presented and filed 
"With him, in which case the Secretary has to call a meeting 
within thirty days, and notify all members of the time, place and 
object of the meeting. 

Section II. At any annual or special meeting of this Asso- 
ciation, the presence of twenty members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section III. A committee of five shall be appointed by the 
President to examine and report upon specimens exhibited. 

ARTICLE VIIL ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Section I. A — The President shall call the meeting to order. 
B — Roll call of members by the Secretary- C — Reading the min- 
utes of the previous meeting by the Secretary, which may then 
be amended and approved. D — Address by the President. E — 
Report of committees, and nominations and election of com- 
mittees. F — Presentation by the Executive committee of names 
of candidates for membership, if recommended, when a ballot 
shall be had for the election of the same. G — Report of special 
committees and reading of papers. H — Treasurer's report. I — 
Secretary's report. J — Report of the Executive committee. 

Section II. At the last session of each annual meeting, 
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immediately after the reading of the minutes of the preceding 
session, it shall be the duty of the presiding officer to call upon 
the Association to nominate officers for the ensuing year, and the 
Association shall thereupon proceed to elect by ballot the officers 
for the ensuing year, a majority of all the votes cast being nec- 
essary for a choice. 

Section III. The officers elected, shall thereupon take their 
respective places. 

ARTICLE IX. RULES OF ORDER AND DEBATE. 

Section I. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall 
be enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, how- 
ever, appeals may be talien if requested by two members, and 
the meeting shall thereupon decide without debate. 

Section II. When a question is regularly before the meeting 
and under discussion, no motion shall be received; but to adjourn, 
to postpone to a certain day, to commit to amend, to postpone 
indefinitely, which several motions have precedence in the order 
which they are arranged, a motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 

Section III. No member shall speali twice on the same sub- 
ject, except by permission, until every member wishing to speali 
has spolien. 

Section IV. On the call of any two members, the yeas and 
nays shall be ordered, when every member shall vote, unless ex- 
cused by a majority of those present, and the names and manner 
of voting shall be entered on the minutes. 

ARTICLE X. 

Section I. On all points of order as are not notficed in these 
by-laws the Association shall be governed by the established 
usages in all assemblies governed bj^ parliamentary rulings. 

Section II. Every proposition to alter or amend these bj'- 
law^s shall be submitted in writing, and may be ballotted for at 
any subsequent session; when, upon receiving a vote of three- 
fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of the 
by-laws.

MEETINGS 1900 AND 1901. 

Waupaca, September 6-9, 1900.— Present, Taylor, Schranck, 
Thompson, Heimstreet. The treasurer made his annual report, 
which was referred to the finance committee, with bills and 
voubhers, and report adopted. 

Two certificates were granted by registration. Forty-seven 
applied for examination, of which number three licentiates, six 
assistant ceitificates were granted and thirty-eight rejected. 

Resolution adopted that hereafter the examinations con- 
tinue two days. 

Madison, October 20-24, 1900.— Present, Menges, Schranck, 
Thompson, Taylor and Heimstreet. One certificate granted by 
registration. 

Twenty-nine applied for examination, three receiving full, 
and four assistant certificates and twenty-two rejected. 

Milwaukee, December 4-8, 1900.— All members of the 
Board present. Two certificates granted by registration. A 
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number of complaints atteDded to. Sixty-five applied for ex- 
amination. Certificates granted to nine licentiates and twenty- 
four assistants. Thirty-two rejected. 

Milwaukee, February 1^15, 1901.— All members of the 
Board present. Sixty -three applied and received examination. 
Five licentiates and ten assistant certificates granted and fifty- 
eight rejected. Two certificates by registration. 

Sparta, April 16-19, 1901.— Present, Taylor, Thompson and 
Heimstreet. Secretary made reports of trips the past year. 
Reports received, read and adopted. Secretary was directed to 
commence suit against all parties violating the law. Three re- 
ceived their registration from other states. 

H. G. Thompson elected president and £. B. Heimstreet 
secretary for the ensuing year. Renewals $1.00 for full certifi- 
cates and 50 cents for assistants, same as in former years. 

Standing for licentiates 60 and 75 per cent. For assistants 
45 and 60 per cent. Meetings were fixed for the ensuing year 
and general business transacted. Fifty-six applied for regis- 
tration by examination. One licentiate and fifteen assistant 
certificates granted, and forty rejected. 

Manitowoc, June 11-14, 1901.— Present, Thompson, Taylor, 
Schranck and Heimstreet. One certificate granted under the 
new amendment to the law. Two certificates were granted to 
licentiates from other states. Thirty-seven applied for examin- 
tion. Two licentiates and eight assistants were granted certifi- 
cates, while twenty-seven were rejected. 

Total number of meetings held the past year six, at which 
307 applied and took the examination, resulting in twenty -three 
licentiate, sixt^^-seven assistant certificates being granted, and 
217 rejected, their papers falling below the required average. 

complaints and prosecutions. 

A smaller number of complaints have been sent in than any 
former year and the attention of the Board has been given more 
to sales by general stores. Many cases have been settled with- 
out recourse to the courts.

Reedsburg, Webb &> Schwacke, 
general store, sold poison. Case in justice court and defend- 
ants fined $50 and costs. 

No 
registered pharmacist in charge of store. Case called at Fort 
Atkinson and defendant fined $50 and costs. 

No. 90— May 16, 1901. J. Clohisy, Mukwonago. No regis- 
tered pharmacist in store when poisons were sold. Defendant 
fined $50 and costs. 

Two cases are now in the courts, making a total of cases 
tried, five, in which the Board was successful in every case.

Six meetings were held during the year, at which ten certifi- 
cates were granted by registration, one by 1901 law. Three hun- 
dred and seven applied for the examination, in which twenty- 
three received licentiate and sixty-seven assistant certificates, 
217 being rejected. 

The question is frequently asked, why so small a number 
pass the examination compared with a few years ago. The only 
reply we can make is, in the early days the applicants either 
took a course in a good school of pharmacy, or studied and 
worked hard at home. At present there are dozens of schools 
where the young aspirant goes to cram his brain, attending from 
one to three months. 

A person may possess all the necessary educational qualifi- 
cations for the practice of pharmacy and not practice pharmacy 
in a professional manner. Pharmacy cannot be ranked as a 
profession unless it is practiced as a profession, and many at- 
tend the examination who know certain answers to questions, 
but do not know how to apply them. 

LEGISLATION. 

Quite a number of new bills relating to pharmacy and 
amendments to the existing law were proposed at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, but one passed and became a law, i.e.: 
Any person who was engaged in the drug business in Wisconsin 
for ten years prior to 1882 shall be registered without examina- 
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tion. As there are about six persoQS in Wisconsin who can 
take the benefit of this law, it does not amount to much. 

A law prohibiting the giving out of samples of drugs or 
patent medicines (See chapter 335 Wisconsin Laws) and one pro- 
viding heavy penalty for administering narcotic or other drugs 
of that nature (See chapter 231 Laws of Wisconsin) are of spe- 
cial interest to pharmacists. Also the law requiring gasoline to 
be sold in cans or packages painted a vermillion red. 

REGISTERED PHARMACISTS. 

At this date we have 1,428 first grade certificates, licentiates 
and registered, and 385 assistant certificates. 

There are sixty-nine licentiates and twenty-five assistants 
who have not paid their renewals for 1901, and their names will 
be dropped from the roll September 1 if not paid by that time. 

A set of questions and samples given at this meeting is pub- 
lished with the proceedings, and is a fair sample of the examin- 
ations of the year.

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PHARMACY REGULATIONS. 

The Board desires to call the attention of Wisconsin phar- 
macists to some of the important points of law. 

None but registered pharmacists can conduct a drug store 
or pharmacy: they must be the principals and managers of the 
store in all iU tnanagement ; neither can they allow anyone not 
registered to sell poisons, or dispt-nse physicians' prescriptions, 
except under their direct supervieiion. 

(See supreme court decision. State vs. Heineman, Septem- 
ber, 1887.) 

COURT DECISIONS. 

The Wisconsin pharmacy law is constitutional.— Supreme 
court of Wisconsin, September 29, 1801. 

Beef, iron and wine is not a patent medicine, and its uses 
are exclusively medicinal. — Judge Emory, Minnesota. Appeal 
from municipal court of Minneapolis. 

All fines collected shall be paid to the treasurer of the 
county within which such forfeiture was incurred. 

Quinine is not a domestic remedy — Supreme court of Illi- 
nois. (State vs. Charles D. Cook, Jefferson county. ) 

A practicing physician cannot keep a drug store or sell or 
give drugs which he has not prescribed. — Su pi eme court of 
Michigan, 1891, State vs. E. R. Moorman: supreme court of 
Oregon, State vs. Jones, 22 Pac, 840: New York, Suffolk Coun- 
ty vs. Shaw, 21 App. Div., 140. 

Who shall be deemed the seller? In Pharm. Soc, vs. Whee- 
don (Law Rep. 24, Queen's Bench, Div. 083) it is held that the 
seller is the one who makes the physical transfer, and an un- 
qualified assistant was held to be liable although he sold on be- 
half of his employer who was registered. The employer would 
also be liable for injury caused by such sale, notwithstanding 
conviction of the assistant. (Same case.) 

DELIVERY OF DANGEROUS ARTICLES TO CHILDREN. 

The sale or delivery of dangerous articles to children too 
young to understand their dangerous nature and unfit to be in- 
trusted with such substances, will usually render the person who 
delivers such article liable for any injury which may ensue from 
such negligent delivery. 

In Carter vs. Towne, 98 Mass., 507, a declaration averred 
that the defendant negligently sold and delivered gunpowder to 
the plaintiff, a boy eight years old, who was an unfit person to be 
intrusted with gunpowder and inexperienced in its use, all which 
the defendant well knew, and that the child in ignorance of its 
effects, and using that care of which he was capable, exploded 
the powder and was injured thereby. On demurrer this declara- 
tion was sustained as stating a sufficient cause for action, though 
a trial of the case resulted adversely to the plaintiff upon an- 
other point. 

DEFINITION OF A DRUG STORE. 

The appellate court of the' state of Illinois has sustained 
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the state board of pharmacy in the case against Yee Way, a 
Chinese laundryman, prosecuted for selling opium. In handing 
down the decision, the court held : 

1. That opium is a drug and not an article of ordinary mer- 
chandise. 

2. That any place where drugs and medicines are sold is a 
drug store witflin the law 

This dec'ision is considered of great importance, the most 
important perhaps, that has yet been handed down by the su- 
preme court. 

LIABILITY OF DRUGGISTS FOR MISTAKES OF HIS EMPLOYE. 

That the druggist will be held liiable for damages resulting 
from the mistakes of his servant, is shown in the following 
Ohio case: 

A druggist's clerk having negligently filled a harmless pre- 
scription with a poisonous substance, bought by G. for his wife 
and taken home by him, and his wife dying from its effects, the 
druggist was held liable to the wife's administrator. Davis vs. 
Guarneri, 450 G. S., 470. 

Sale by Agent— In a common law action to recover damages 
caused by the non-observance of this statute, such non-observance 
is conclusive evidence of negligence. The doctrine of agency ap- 
plies and the master is civilly liable for the negligence of his ser- 
vant committed in the course of his employment. Osborne vs. 
McMasters, 40 Minn., 103. 

In Illinois it has been held that the proprietor of a drug 
store committed an offense against the statute where an unregis- 
tered boy sold poison, though he had been instructed to sell 
anything but poison, but was left to judge for himself what was 
poison and what was not. Hans vs. People, 27 111. App., 41C. 

If an unregistered person left in any drug store makes sales 
of drugs or poisons, even though he has been warned against 
so doing by the registered person in charge, the proprietor is 
responsible for such sales. — Supreme court of. Illinois. (State 
vs. Archibald Haas,) 

CERTIFICATES. 

The certificates of all registered pharmacists must be con- 
spicuously ))osted in the place of business or pharmacy which 
they are conducting, or in which they are employed, with the re- 
newal placed in the lower left hand corner to show to the public 
that their certificates of registration are in full force and effect, 
and in case they fail to so post their cei^tificates, the law imposes 
a fine of $10, and such certificate can only apply to the phar- 
macy in which the owner is engaged, and any certificate found 
in any pharmacy where the owner is not actively engaged will be 
taken up by tbe Board of Pharmacy or its agent. 

Duplicate certificates will be furnished on affidavit of loss of 
original or return of same with a fee of 50 cents to the secre- 
tary. 

All certificates of registration must be renewed annually on 
or before the first day of June in each year. It is your duty to 
make application for renewal in time. If renewal is not paid

within 8ixty days after second notice is mailed by the secretary 
of the Board, the certificate is cancelled and you lose your regis- 
tration. 

When making application for renewal always give street and 
number, so any mail matter addressed to you will be delivered 
promptly. 

When making renewal or referring in any way to your cer- 
tificate, always give the original number, which will enable the 
secretary to refer to it at once. 

When you change your residence, notify the secretary at 
once so he cin make the proper change in your address on his 
register. 

Certificate as licentiate in pharmacy will be granted to licen- 
tiates of other states whose examinations correspond with those 
of Wisconsin, five years experience aod a standing of 80 per 
cent, or over. The secretary will furnish blanks and when re- 
turned properly filled out as above, certificate will be issued. 

An assistant certificate will be granted as above to those 
parties who have had less than five years, but over two ye«rs' 
experience. 

Assistants' certificates are not interchangeable in any state. 

No diplomas of any school of pharmacy are recognized. 

All applicants for licentiate certificates must be over twenty- 
one; assistants eighteen years of age, and all applicants 
must furnish affidavits from the person or persons under 
whom they served, showing by dates the length of time the 
applicant has been under the instruction of a registered pharma- 
cist. Graduates or students from recognized colleges of phar- 
macy must furnish proper credentials or affidavits from teachers 
setting forth name of college and length of time of study in such 
college. The time spent in a recognized college of pharmacy 
shall be counted the same as time spent in a retail drug store, 
but not more than two years of such college work shall be counted 
as actual experience for a licentiate, nor more than one year for 
a registered assistant pharmacist. Provided thut the licentiate 
must have had at least two full college years' study, and the 
registered assistant pharmacist at least one full college years' 
study, to be entitled to such credit for actual experience. The 
college year shall consist of not less than ten hours' classwork 
and fifteen hours' laboratory work a week, and of nine calendar 
months. 

Any pharmacist or assistant pharmacist failing to pay his 
renewal within sixty days after second notice shall have been 
sent him by the secretary, will loite his registration and cease to be a 
registered pharmacut. 

Complaints frequently come that a store is being run without 
a registered person in charge, but some pharmacist had his cer- 
tificate in said store Pharmacists will take notice that the fact 
that their certificate being in such store is evidence that they are 
in charge, and in case of prosecution the case will be against 
them as well as the proprietor of the store: Do not have your 
certificate in any store where you are not actually employed, or 
it will be taken up. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

Applicants for examination will be expected to have at least 
a rudimentary knowledge of chemistry as taught by the simple 
manuals of that science. To be able to read and translate phy- 
ijicians' prescriptions, to point out incompatibilities, correct 
errors in doses and describe methods of procedure in dispens- 
ing. To be well versed in the preparations of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. To have a general knowledge of materia med- 
• ica, with reference to dose, source of drugs, parts used in medi- 
cinal preparations, antidotes and treatment in case of poison- 
ing. To be able to identify specimens of drugs and give their 
names in Latin and English. To have at least such preliminary 
training in the common English branches as is required for 
entrance into a high school. In an examination, if an applicant 
applying for a licentiate does not come to the required standard 
he can receive an assistant's certificate, if standing sufficient. 
No sample of question papers are sent to anyone, but are pub- 
lished once a year in tlie proceedings. In writing for applica- 
tion blanks, state whether licentiate or assistant is wished. No 
examination can be given but the regular advertised meetings of 
the Board, and record of standing will be sent only in cases of 
transfer of certificates to other states. 

Examinations have been as practicable as possible and are 
two days, commencing at 9 a. m. A sheet of thirty questions is 
given to the applicant, who has four hours to answer the same, 
and all papers must be finished by 1 o'clock. 

Samples of drugs and chemicals are presented and the appli- 
caiit has two hours for the identification and answers, and alter 
this an oral examination, reading prescriptions, mode of prepa- 
ration, etc., is given. For licentiate certificate the candidate 
must have a standing of 60 per cent, on each branch and a g»n- 
eral average of 75. For assistant, 45 on each branch and a to- 
tal of 60 per cent. 

Applications must be made out in regular form, on blanks 
furnished by the secretary. Those passing examination will re- 
ceive their certificates the next month, as they have to be sent to 
each member for signature. 

PERMITS. 

The Board has no authorijy to grant permits of any kind. 
A physician's diploma is not recognized as a certificate of regid- 
tration. and a physician has no right to sell drugs or poisons 
or compound prescriptions of any other physician unless regis- 
tered. 

Liquor permits can be issued to registered pharmacists only 
and not to a firm. In case a proprietor of a drug store is not 
registered, the permit must be made out in the name of the regis- 
tered man in chaige of the pharmacy. Pharmacists should at- 
tend to thi* and ree that none but registered men receive certifi- 
cates. 

ASSISTANT PHARMACIST. 

/ 

The pharmacy law requires that every drug store in Wiscon- 
sin must be under the direct charge of a registered pharmacist 
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of Wisconsin. '^Any assistant pharmacist (of Wisconsin) shall 
have the right to act as clerk or salesman in a drug store or 
pharmacy during the temporary absence of the owner or man- 
ager.'* 

TEMPORARY ABSENCE. 

The Board of Pharmacy construes the words, temporary ab- 
senciy to mean that the assistant pharmacist may have charge of 
the store only while the registered pharmacist is gone to his 
meals or any other like necessary duty requiring no more time 
thau is generally so consumed, and does not mean that the as- 
sistant pharmacist can take charge of the drug store or phar- 
macy for weeks at a time, the expressed intention of the phar- 
macy law being to keep every drug store or pharmacy under 
the immediate charge or supervision of a registered pharmacist 
during all the time the drug store or pharmacy is openCfor 
business. 

THE DUTIES OF APPRENTICES. 

The Hoard of Pharmacy in construing the duties of an ap- 
prentice, interpret the pharmacy law to mean that they shall 
in no instance be permitted to act a^ assistant or registered 
pharmacist during the absence of the Matter from the store or 
place of business, but may sell drugs or compound prescrip- 
tions under the direct pergonal supervision of a registered phar- 
macist, and at no other time. 

That it is the spirit and intention of the pharmacy law to 
place more competent persons in line for subsequent registra- 
tion, and it is calculated and intended only to offer the appren- 
tice an opportunity to acquire the necessary and contemplated 
experience 

That the apprentice shall not be considered in any sense to 
be authorized under the law to exeixjise the duties and responsi- 
bilities of a registered pharmacist or assistant pharmacist un- 
der the law. 

RELATING TO THE SALE OF HOMEOPATHIC MEDICINES. 

The sale of homeopathic medicines properly comes under 
the regulations of the pharmacy law. The sale thereof of any 
quantities of arsenic, aconite, nux vomica, belladona and 
other poisonous preparations enumerated in section 12 should 
be sold as herein required. 

PARIS GREEN 

May be sold by general dealers, if put up in packages and 
labelled '*Paris Green— Poison, " with the name of the firm or 
dealer putting it up, but it cannot be sold in bulk or weighed 
out in a general store. 

DOMESTIC REMEDIES. 

The attention of pharmacists and general dealers is called 
to the following: Section 9, pharmacy law (I) states what are 
domestic remedies and can be sold by general dealers. (2) What 
poisons can be sold by general dealers in sealed packages only

and such packages must be put up by a registered pharmacist 
of Wisconsin. A wholesale dealer cannot put up these goods 
to be sold, and furthermore, every general dealer. who seUs these goods 
must keep a poison register and register ■ every sale of such goods, the 
same as a pharmacist. Hereafter the sale of rough on rats must 
be registered. The term, "usual domestic remedies, '* is hereby 
construed to include alum, ammonia, borax, bay rum, castor 
oil, camphor spirits, camphor gum, copperas, glycerine, Epsom 
salts, Glauber salts, Rochelle salts. Fennel seed, indigo, mag- 
nesia, potash, senna leaves, sulphur, vaseline, insect powder, 
sesin, turpentine and blue vitriol. 

Poisonous drugs or medicines, such as rough on rats, car- 
bolic acid, aconite, laudanum, paregoric and spirits of nitre 
may be sold by general stores in sealed packages only, said 
packages to be properly labelled by a registered pharmacist of 
Wisconsin. The label shall have the name of a registered phar- 
macist thereon, and the words, ''Registered Pharmacist of Wis- 
consin, Certificate No. , " with the proper directions for the 

use thereof. 

The sale of these articles put up by wholesale druggists or 
mauufacturers, not registered phaimacists of Wiscansin, is not 
legal under this act. 

The words, "usual domestic remedies,'' in the pharmacy 
law, taken in connection with thA proviso in the same section 
of the law for medicinal use, shows conclusively by the distinc- 
tion made by the law between drugs and medicines for medi- 
cinal use and those for domestic use, making a special distinc- 
tion between domestic and medicinal, is clearly the intention of 
the law, and the Board so defines its provision. 

Sales of poisons can only be made by a proprietor, prin- 
cipal or clerk who is a registered pharmacist. 



PHARMACY LAWS OF WISCONSIN. 

Chapter 56a 

AN ACT to amend chapter 167, of Ihe laws of 1882, as amended 
by chapter 146 of the laws of 1885, and chapter 460, of the 
laws of 1887, relating to the practicing of pharmacy, thie 
licensing of persons to carry on such practice and the sale 
of poisons in the state of Wisconsin. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in senate and 
assembly do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter 167, of the laws of 1882, as amended 
by chapter 146, of the laws of 1885, and as amended by chapter 
460, of the laws of 1887, is hereby amended so as to read when 
amended as follows: Section 1. There is hereby established a 
Board of Pharmacy of the State of Wisconsin. Such Board 
shall consist of five resident pharmacists. The term of office of 
the members of said Board shall be five years each, and until 
their successors have been duly appointed and qualified, so 
ordered that the term of one member of said Board shall expire 
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each year. Death, removal from the state, or resignation of a 
member shall constitute a vacancy, which shall be filled for the 
remainder of the term by appointment, as in the case of expira- 
tion. Said Board s ball have the power specified in this act. 

Sec. 2. The Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association shall 
annually elect three pharmacists for recommendation to the gov- 
ernor of the state. Upon the expiration of the term of office of 
any member of the Board of Pharmacy, or in the case of vacancy 
on said Board, the governor shall appoint a successor, or fill 
such vacancy, by appointing a person who shall have been at 
some time recommended by said association. 

Sec. 3. The said Board shall hold an annual meeting in the 
month of March, the time and place of which shall be designated 
by the president and secretary of the Board. At such annual 
meeting said Board shall elect a president, secretary and treas- 
urer, who shall hold office until the next annual meeting, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified: provided that the 
Board may appoint as secretary or treasurer some person not 
a member of the Board. The said Board shall have power to 
make by-laws for the government of the Hoard and for the prop- 
er execution of its duties. The Board shall hold meetings for 
the examination of applicants for registration as pharmacists 
abd assistant pharmacists, who shall be known as ^'Registered 
Pharmacists,'* and ^'Registered Assistant Pharmacists." Said 
meetings shall be held at least once in three months, and any 
business may be transacted at such meetings which pertains to 
the duties of the Board. Thirty days' public notice of a meeting 
when held for the purpose of examination, shall be given by said 
Board. The Board shall examine all applicants for registration 
when application shall be made in accordance with the by-laws of 
this Board, and with this act, and when applicants »>hall be found 
competent they shall be granted certificates of registration. The 
Board shall grant certificates of registration and register such 
persons as may be entitled to the same under this act. They 
shall cause the prosecution of all persons violating the pro- 
visions of this act; shall report annually t^o the governor, and to 
the Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Association upon the condition of 
pharmacy in the state, which report shall also contain a record 
of the proceedings of the Board for the year preceding, the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the Board, the hames of all persons 
registered as pharmacists or assistant pharmacists. Three mem- 
bers of said Board shall constitute a quorum. The secretary of 
said Board shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board, 
and shall keep a book of registration in which shall be entered 
the names and places of business of all persons registered under 
this act, with the reason justifying their registration. Such books 
shall be prima facie evidence of what persons are registered 
pharmacists and registered a^si^tant pharmacists in the state. 
The secretary shall receive a salary to be determined by the 
Board, and his traveling and other expenses incurred in the per- 
formance of his official duties, and shall give such bond as the 
Board shall from time to time direct. The other members shall 
i-^ceive the sum of five dollars for each day actually engaged 
in such service, and the necessary expenses incurred in attend- 
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ing meetings of the Board. Such salary, compensation, expen- 
ses and other disbursements by the Board shall be paid from the 
fees received by the Board under this act, and no part thereof 
shall be paid out of the state treasury. All moneys received by 
the Board in excess of the disbursements made by the Board 
shall be held by the treasurer as a fund from which to pay the 
expenses of the Board. 

Sec. 4. All persons now registered as pharmacists by the 
Board shall be entitled to practice their profession in accord- 
ance with this act. The Board shall hereafter issue certificates 
of registration, and register as pharmacists those persons who 
shall be twenty-one years of age or over, and shall have had 
five years' practical experience in a drug store wherein prescrip- 
tions of medical practitioners are compounded, and shall sus- 
tain a satisfactory examination before the Board, and shall com- 
ply with the provisions of this act; and graduates of the several 
courses of the department of pharmacy of tbe University of 
Wisconsin, and of other universities and colleges giving like 
courses, shall be entitled to certificates of registration upon proof 
of two years ^'instead of five years" practical experience in a 
drug store, and upon sustaining like examinations and complv- 
ing with other provisions of this act. Such certificates of regis- 
tration shall also be issued to such persons of good moral char- 
rcter as, previous to tbe enactment of chapter 167 of the laws of 
Wisconsin for 1882, shall have had ten years' experience as 
pharmacist in a drug store or drug stores in a village or city 
within the state of Wisconsin containing a population of over 
five hundred, in which drug store or drug stores prescriptions 
of medical practitioners were during that period put up and com- 
pounded. Proof of experience and graduation and character here- 
in required shall be made to the satisfaction of the Board. Everv 
persons as are now registered, or may hereafter be registered 
under this act shall be entitled to practice their profession under 
such registration until the expiration of the time for the renewal 
thereof under this act. Upon failure to renew such registration, 
as herein provided, such registration shall cease and be invalid. 

Sec. 5. Every registered pharmacist who wishes to continue 
the practice of his profe«»8ion, shall annually, during the time he 
shall continue such practice, on such dates as the Board may de- 
tennine, apply for the renewal of his registration and pay the fee 
herein provided for such renewal. If any registered pharmacist 
fails to procure a certificate of renewal for sixty days after the 
secretary of the Board shall have mailed him a notice a second 
time of the expiration o<* his registration, he shall cease to be a 
registered pharmacist within the meanicg of this act. Such per- 
son to again become a registered pharmacist shall proceed as 
required for original registration. 

Sec. 6. Said Board shall issue a certificate and register 
such persons as registered assistant pharmacists, as shall have 
reached the age of eighteen years and have had two years' prac- 
tical experience in drug stores where prescriptions of medical 
practitioners are compounded and shall pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination before said Board, and shall comply with the provi- 
sions of this act; all of jrhich facts shall be made to appear to 
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the satisfaction of this Board. Every registered assistant phar- 
macist who desires to continue the practice of pharmacy, as in 
this act provided, shall annually during the time he shall con- 
tinue such practice, on such date as the Board may determine, 
apply for renewal of his registration, and pay the fee herein 
provided for such renewal. If any registered assistant pharma- 
cist shall fail to take out a certificate of renewal for sixty days 
after the secretary of the Board shall have mailed him a second 
notice of the expiration of his registration, he shall cease to be 
a registered assistant pharmacist within the meaning of this act. 
Such person to again become a registered assistant pharmacist, 
shall proceed as required for original registration. 

Sec. 7. Every certificate of registration and the renewal 
thereof shall be conspicuously exposed in the pharmacy in which 
the pharmacist to whom it is issued practices. If any registered 
pharmacist or any registei*ed assistant pharmacist shall fail or 
neglect to so conspicuously expose such certificate or renewal, 
he shall forfeit ten dollars for each and every such failure or 
neglect. 

Sec. 8. Every person applying for registration shall pay 
the Board a fee of five dollars at the time of making the appli- 
cation, and if the Board shall for any reason refuse to register 
the applicant, three dollars thereof shall be refunded. Every 
person applying for a renewal oT a certificate of registration 
shall pay to the Board at the time of making the application 
such fee as may be fixed by the Board, which lee shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of two dollars. ^ 

Sec. 9. It shall be unlawful for any person to retail, com- 
pound or dispense drugs, medicines or poisons, except Paris 
green put up in packages, labeled "Paris Green— Poison," or to 
institute or conduct any pharmacy, store or shop for retailing, 
compounding or dis])ensing drugs, medicines or poisons in any 
town, city or village having five hundred or more inhabitants, 
unless such person shall be a registered pharmacist or shall 
employ and place in charge of such pharmacy, store or shop a 
registered pharmacist. And in case any person shall so retail, 
compound or dispense drugs, medicines or poisons, or shall so 
institute or conduct a pharmacy, store or shop for retailing, 
compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or poisons, he shall 
forfeit fifty dollars for each such offense. Any person who shall 
permit the compounding or dispensing of prescriptions, or the vend- 
ing of drugs, medicines or pbisons in his store or place of business in 
a town, city or village having five hundred or more inhabitants, 
except by a registered pharmacist, shall forfeit fifty dollars for 
such offense It shall be unlawful for any person to retail, com- 
pound or dispense medicines, drugs or poisons, except Paris 
green put up in packages labeled "Paris Green— Poison" in his 
store or place of business, in towns, cities or villages having less 
than five hundred inhabitants, or to institute or conduct any 
pharmacy, store or shop for retailing, compounding or dispens- 
ing drugs, medicines or poisons in any town, city or village 
having less than^ five hundred inhabitants unless such person 
shall be a registered pharmacist or registered assistant pharma- 
cist, or shall employ 9.nd place in charge of such pharmacy, store or 
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shop a registered pharmacist or registered assistant pharmacist, 
and incase any person shall so retail, compound or dispense drugs, 
medicines or poisons, or shall institute or conduct any pharmacy, 
store or shop for retailing, compounding or dispensing drugs, 
medicines or poisons, he shall forfeit fifty dollars for each such of- 
fense. Any person who shall permit thecompounding or dispensing 
of prescriptions or the vending of drugs, medicines or poisons, in 
his store or place of business in a town, city or village having 
less than five hundred inhabitants, except by a registered phar- 
macist or a registered assistant pharmacist, shall forfeit fifty dol- 
lars for each such offense: provided that under the personal su- 
pervision of a registered pharmacist, a registered assistant 
pharmacist may compound or dispense prescriptions and vend 
drugs, medicines or poisons without such forfeiture being in- 
curred; and provided, that nothing herein shall be construed to in 
any manner interfere with any physician in regular practice from 
dispensing his own medicines or prevent him supplying his pa- 
tients with such articles as may seem to him proper; nor inter- 
fere with the general sale of proprietary medicines that have been 
prepared and compounded within the state, by physicians and 
duly registered pharmacists; provided the same shall be sold in 
sealed packages on which shall be printed or stamped the name, 
contents and the directions for using, together with the name of 
the physician orregisteredpharmacistby whom prepared and com- 
pounded: nor interfere with the general sale within the state of 
proprietary medicines that have been prepared and compounded 
outside of the state and brought in the state, nor with the 
sale of the usual domestic remedies, nor with the exclusive 
wholesale business of any dealer. The term "usual domestic 
remedies" is hereby construed to include alum, ammonia, bo- 
rax, bay rum, castor oil, camphor spirits, camphor gum, cop- 
peras, glycerine, Epsom salts, Glauber salts, Rochelle salts. 
Fennel seed, indigo, magnesia, potash, senna leaves, sulphur, 
vaseline, insect powder, resin, turpentine and blue vitrol Poi- 
sonous drugs or medicines, such as rough on rats, carbolic acid, 
aconite, laudanum, paregoric and spirits of nitre, may be sold 
by general stores in sealed packages only, said packages to be 
properly labeled by a registered pharmacist of Wisconsin. The 
label shall have the name of a registered pharmacist thereon, 
and the words, * 'Registered Pharmacist of Wisconsin, Certificate 

No. ," with the proper directions for the use thereof. The 

sale of these articles put up by wholesale druggists or manufac- 
turers, not registered pharmacists of Wisconsin, is not legal 
under this act. 

Sec. 10. Any person who shall wilfully make a fraudulent 
statement or representation to procure registration for himself, 
or for any other person under this act, or who shall violate any 
provisions of this act for which a specified penalty or forfeiture 
is not provided, shall for each and every such offense forfeit the 
sum of fifty dollars. 

Sec. 11. Every owner or conductor of a drug store shall be 
responsible for the quality of all drugs, chemicals or medicines 
sold or dispensed by him, except those sold in the original pack- 
age of the manufacturer, and except those articles kno^n aa 
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pi^tent or proprietary medicines. And should any such owner or 
conductor of a store intentionally and fraudulently adulterate or 
cause to be adulterated any drug^s, chemicals or medicinal prep- 
arations sold in such store, he shall for each and every such 
offense forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars, and if such a 
person be a registered pharmacist or registered assistant phar- 
macist, his registration and certificate of registration may be by 
said Board revoked and annulled; whereupon such person shall 
cease to be a registered pharmacist or registered assistant phar- 
macist. 

Sec. 12. No person shall sell or retail any poison conunon- 
ly recognized as such, except Paris green put up in original 
packages and labeled * 'Paris Green— Poison, ^' and especially 
aconite, arsenic, and its preparations, belladonna, biniodide of 
mercury, carbolic aciH, chloral hydrate, chloroform, conium, 
corrosive sublimate, creosote, croton oil, cyanide of potassium, 
hydrocyanic acid, morphine, nux vomica, oil of savin, oil of 
tansy, oil of bitter almonds, oil of cloves, oxalic acid, opium 
and preparations of opium, phosphorus, sulphuric ether, stry ch- 
nine, sugar of lead, sulphate of zinc, white precipitate, red precipi- 
tate or any mixture containing enough of any poisons, or any 
combination of them sufficient to kill a person taking the same, 
without affixing to the box, bottle or vessel or package contain- 
ing the same, and to the wrapper or cover thereof, a label bearing 
the name "poison" distinctly shown, together with the name and 
place of business of the seller. And any person who shall sell 
or retail any such poison shall keep in his place of business a 
book, in which shall be entered an accurate account of the sale 
of all poisons: such record shall contain the amount purchased, 
the date, for what purpose purchased, and the buyer's name and 
address. This record shall be at all times, during ordinary 
business hours, subject to the inspection of the district attorney 
of the county in which such store is located, or of any authorized 
agent of said Board. Any person failing or neglecting to com- 
ply with any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction be punished by a fine not 
exceeding fifty nor less than five dollars. 

Sec. 13. All actions for the recovery of the several forfeit- 
ures or penalties prescribed in this act, may be instituted in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof, by any member of the Board, 
and the members of said Board are especially directed to insti- 
tute such action. It shall be the duty of the district attorney of 
the county wherein such forfeitures or penalties are incurred to 
prosecute all persons incurring any forfeiture or penalty when 
notified of the same by said Board or any officer or agfent there- 
of. Upon complaint made to any justice of the peace by any 
member of said Board, showing that forfeiture has been incurred 
under this act, and that such justice of the peace has jurisdiction 
of an action thereof, such justice of the peace shall issue process 
thereon, as provided by the statute for the collections of for- 
feitures. 

Sec. 14. The Board of Pharmacy of the State of Wisconsin, 
as at present constituted, shall continue with all the powers and 
duties with which the Board is invested by this act. The present 
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members of said Board shall hold their office for the term for 
which they have been heretofore appointed, respectively, as des- 
ignated in their appointment. The present officers of said Board 
shall hold their respective offices until the expiration of the time 
for which they have been elected. The rules, regulations, by- 
laws and acts of said Board shall continue in force and effect. 

Sec. 15. All acts or provisions regulating the practice of 
pharmacy and the sale of poisons within this state, enacted prior 
to the passage of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication. 



The following, while not included in the pharmacy law, are 
of interest to pharmacists generally, and printed in reply to 
many inquiries made : 

RELATING TO THE SALE OF LIQUORS. 

Chapter 404, laws of 1887: Section 1548a. The town boards, 
village boards and common councils of the respective towns, 
villages and cities in this state, upon the written application of 
any registered pharmacist, may grant to such registered phar- 
macist as they may deem proper a permit to sell strong, spirit- 
uous and ardent liquors in quantities less than one gallon, 
for medicinal, mechanical or scientific purposes only, and 
not to be drank on the premises. The sum to be paid for such 
permit shall be ten dollars, and such permit shall he granted and 
issued in the same manner and terminate at the same time as the 
license provided in the preceding section, except that it shall not 
be necessary for any registered pharmacist to furnish the bond 
required by section 1540 of the revised statutes; provided that 
in case any town board, village board or conunon council shall 
refuse to grant such permit, any pharmacist may sell such strong, 
spirituous and ardent liquors for medical purposes only on the 
written prescription for each sale of a practicing physician, 
competent to testify in any court in this state in a professional 
capacity, as provided by section 1436 of the revised statutes. It 
shall be the duty of every pharmacist to whom a permit is issued 
to keep a book in which he shall enter the date of every sale 
made by him of any such liquors, the name of the person to 
whom sold, and the kind and quality of, and purpose for which 
such liquors are sold; and such books shall at all times be open 
to the inspection of the authorities granting such permit. It shall 
be the duty of every such pharmacist, on the third Tuesday of 
April in each year, to file with the clerk of the city, village or 
town in which the permit is granted, a verified copy of all the 
entries made by him in such book, as is required by this section 
to keep. 

Sec. 1550a. Any person who shall for the purpose of in- 
ducing the sale of liquors by any registered pharmacist, hold- 
ing a permit therefor, for any other use than medicinal, mechan- 
ical or scientific purposes, make any false statement or repre- 
sentation to such pharmacist, or any clerk or employe of such 
pharmacist, regarding the use for which such liquor is bought, 
and thereby induce such sale to be made in violation of law, or 
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any registered pharmacist holding a permit under this charter, 
who shall neglect or refuse to comply with any of the requirements 
of this chapter, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof, shall be punished therefor by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars or more than forty dollars, besides the cost of suit; and 
in case of a second or subsequent conviction of the same person, 
the punishment shall be a fine of not less than forty dollars or 
more than one hundred dollars, besides the cost of the suit; or 
by imprisonment in the county jail of the proper county, not 
less than thirty days or more than three months; and in case of 
punishment by fine, such person shall, unless the fine and costs 
be paid forthwith, be committsd to the county jail of the proper 
county until such fine and costs are paid, or until discharged by 
due course of law. 

Note— Liquor permits can be issued to registered pharma- 
cists only and not to firm. In case a proprietor of a drug store 
is not registered, the permit must be made out in the name of 
the registered man in charge of the pharmacy. Pharmacists 
should attend to this and see that none but registered men re- 
ceive certificates. 

narcotics. 

If any person shall unlawfully and wilfully administer to an- 
other any chloroform, laudanum, chloral or other stupefy- 
ing and overpowering drug, narcotic or anaesthetic agent by 
placing, dropping or pouring the same, or causing the same to 
be placed, dropped or poured, or administer the same in any 
other manner into or upon any food or drink intended or pre- 
pared for the use of any person, or into or upon any dish, glass 
or vessel into which any such food or drink is intended to be 
placed or poured or in any other manner or knowing the said 
drug, narcotic or anaesthetic agent to have been placed, dropped 
or poured into or upon any such food or drink, or into or upon 
any such dish, glass or vessel shall cause or allow or permit 
another to eat or drink the same with intent thereby to enable 
such offender or any other person to commit or with the intent 
to assist such offender or other person in committing any felony, 
every such offender shall be guilty of a felony, and being thereof 
convicted shall be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding five 
thousand dollars or by imprisonment at hard labor in the state 
prison, not exceeding ten years. 

sale of gasoline. 

Every person dealing at retail in gasoline in this state shall 
after the first day of June, 1901, deliver the same to the purchaser 
only in barrels, casks, packages or cans painted vermillion red 
and having the word, * 'Gasoline, " plainly stenciled thereon. 
No such dealer shall deliver kerosene in a barrel, cask, package 
or can painted or stenciled as above. Every person purchasing 
gasoline for use shall procure and keep the same only in barrels, 
casks, packages or cans painted and stenciled as above. No 
person keeping for use, or using, kerosene shall put or keep the 
same in any barrel, cask, package or can painted or stenciled 
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as above* Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not less than five, nor more 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not to 
exceed three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

DISTRIBUTING SAMPLES. 

A new section is hereby added to the statutes of 1898, as fol- 
lows: Section 460d. Any person who shall by himself, his 
servant or agent, or as the servant or agent of any other person 
leave, throw or deposit or have in his possession with intent to 
leave, throw or deposit upon the doorstep or premises owned or 
occupied by another who shall deliver to any child under the age 
of fifteen years, when not accompanied by an adult, any patent 
or proprietary medicine or any preparation, pill, tablet or drug 
that contains poison or other ingredients deleterious to health, 
as a sample or in any quantity whatever for the purpose of ad- 
vertising or otherwise, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and be punished as provided in section 4061a. 

PRESCRIPTIONS— HOW WRITTEN. 

Section 1420. No practicing physician or surgeon shall 
write or cause to be written any prescription or receipt in any 
characters, figures or cipher other than in the English or Latin 
language, generally in use among medical practitioners; and for 
every violation hereof the offender shall forfeit not less than five 
nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

PRESCRIPTION BY INTOXICATED PERSON. 

Section 4603. Any physician or other person, while in a 
state of intoxication, who shall prescribe any poison, drug or 
medicine to another person, shall be punished by imprisonment 
in the county jail not more than one year or by fine not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars. 

DEPOSITING POISON. 

Section 4604. Any person who shall deposit any poison or 
poisonous substance upon the lands or in the buildings of an- 
another person, with intent to injure any person, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the county jail not more than ninety 
days or by fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

LABEL ON VACCINE VIRUS, ETC. 

Section 4608g. Any person who or corporation whish shall 
sell or gratutiously distribute any vaccine virus, therapeutical 
serum, modified toxins or similar products with the intention 
that they shall be used in the prophylaxis or treatment of con- 
tageous disease, without having his or its name stamped in plain 
English letters thereon or on the package or bottle containing 
the same, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 
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Dairy and Food Bill 

Section 1. No person by himself, hie servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, shall sell, exchange, 
deliver or have in his possession with the intent to sell or et- 
change, or expose or offer for sale or exchange, any drugs or 
article of food which is adulterated within the meaning of this 
act. 

SEC. 3. The term *^drugs" as used in this act, shall include 
all medicine for internal or external use, antiseptics, disinfect- 
ants and cosmetics. The term ^^food," as used herein, shall in- 
clude all articles used for food or drink by man,. whether simple^ 
mixed or compound, (a) In case of drugs: (1) If when sold 
under or by a name recognized in the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia, it differs from the standard of strength, quality or purity 
laid down in the latest current edition thereof: (2) If, when sold 
under or by a name not recognized in the Pharmacopoeia, but 
which is found in the Pharmacopoeia of some other country, the 
National Formulary or other standard work on materia medica, 
it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or 
purity laid down in the latest current edition of such work; (3) 
If its strength, quality or purity falls below the professional 
standard under which it is sold. 

Sec. 6. No person by himself, his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, shall sell, exchange, 
deliver or have in his possession with the intent to sell or ex- 
pose or offer for sale or exchange, any medicine known as pat- 
ent or proprietary, or of which the formula is kept secret by the 
manufacturer, which contains morphine, strychnine, cocoaine; 
or any poisonous or narcotic alkaloid or drug in any quantities 
which the state board of health shall deem harmful to the life or 
health of the public, unless the presence of the same be distinctly 
shown by the label upon the bottle or package and upon the 
outer wrapper thereof. 

Sec. 7. Whover violates any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not exceeding one hundred or less than twenty-five dollars 
for each and every offense. 

This act shall take etiect and be in force from and after Jan- 
uary 1, 1898. 

adulteration—what is. 

[Section 4601, Statutes of 1898.] An article shall be deemed 
to be adulterated within the meaning of the preceding section: 

1. In the case of drugs: First, if when sold under or by 
a name recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia it dif- 
fers from the standard of strength, quality or purity laid down 
in the latest current edition thereof; second, if when sold under 
or by a name not recognized in said pharmacopoeia, but which 
is found in the pharmacopoeia of some other country, 
the national formulary or other standard work on materia med- 
ica, it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality, 
or purity laid down in the latest current edition of such work; 
third, if its strength, quality or purity falls below the pro- 
fessed standard under which it is sold. 
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SALE OF ADULTERATED ARTICLES— DEFINITIONS. 

[Section 4600, Statutes of 1898.] Any person who shall, by 
himself, his servant or agent, or as the servant or agent of 
any other person, sell, exchange, deliver or have in his posses- 
sion with intent to sell, exchange, offer for sale or exchange, 
any drug or article of food which is adulterated, shall be fined 
not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail not less than thirty 
days nor more than four months. The term drug," as used in 
this section, shall include all medicines for internal or exter- 
nal use, antiseptics, disinfectants and cosmetics. The term 
''food" as used herein, shall include all articles used for, food 
or drink by man, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

Mustard — Dry mustard must be pure. 

Pl*epared mustard must be free from starch or adulterant 
of any kind, and if consisting of mustard, vinegar and spices, 
may be sold when labeled "Prepared Mustard.'.' 

A preparation of mustard, vinegar, spices and enough fill- 
ing of starch to make a mustard of mild flavor to meet a legit- 
imate demand, which undoubtedly exists, may be sold when la- 
bled "Prepared Mustard Compound." Harmless coloring 
may be used in preparations of mustard only to secure uni- 
formity of appearance. 

Spices -All spices must be pure. Any mixture of any for- 
eign article with any spice is adulteration. Any adulteration 
of spices cannot be remedied by the label "Compound." 

Catsup— Catsup must not contain preservatives deleterious 
to health. 

Cream of tartar must be pure. All compounds are unlaw- 
ful. 

Extracts — Artificial extracts can be manufactured and sold 
only in cases where it is not possible to produce an extract 
from the fruit itself. Extracts of this class must be ]abled "Ar- 
tificial Extracts." 

Lemon Extract shall contain at least five per cent, of the 
pure oil of lemon dissolved in alcohol. Harmless coloring 
matter will be permitted. The sale of compound lemon extracts 
is prohibited. 

Vanilla Extract shall be made wholly from vanilla beans, 
and shall contain no artificial coloring. The color of vanilla 
extract is an indication of its strength, and coloring in such 
cate would be used for the purpose of concealing inferiority 
and of making the article appear bsttei* than it really is. 

When other flavoring substances are used, such as vanil- 
lin, comarin or tonka, the extract should be labeled so as to 
show tbe purchaser its true character, "Compound Extract of 
Tonka and Vanillin." The label, "Compound Extract of Vanil- 
la, " will not be deemed sufficient notice of the composition of 
the article. 
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Adulteration of Flaxseed or Linseed OiL 

32. PURE— STANDARD OF. 

[Section 1, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, firm, 
association or corporation shall manufacture for sale, offer or 
expose for sale in this state any flaxseed or linseed oil for 
other than food purposes, unless the same answers a chemical 
test for purity recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, 
or any flaxseed or linseed oil, as '^boiled linseed oil," unless 
the same shall have been put in its manufacture to a tempera- 
ture of 225 degrees, Fahrenheit. 

33. PACKAGE CONTAINING OIL TO BE STAMPED. 

[Section 2, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, firm, 
association or corporation shall at at any time, personally or 
by clerk or agent, sell, expose or ofl'er for sale, dispose of or 
attempt to dispose of any fiaxseed or linseed oil unles-» so done 
under the true name of such oil, and unless each tank car, 
tank, barrel, keg, can or other vessel containing such oil has at 
such time distinctly and durably painted, stamped, stenciled or 
marked thereon in ordinary full-faced capital letters, not less 
than five line pica in size, the true name thereof in ihe words, 
''Pure linseed oil raw," or "Pure linseed oil boiled, " as the fact 
may be, and also the name and address of the manufacturer or 
dispenser thereof. 

34. ADULTERATION AND FALSE STAMPING. 

[Section 3, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] No person, firm, as- 
sociation or corporation shall at any time, personally or by 
any clerk or agent, adulterate any ''Pure linseed oil raw" or 
"Pure linseed oil boiled," by addingr thereto any other oil or 
substance or thing whatever, for the purpose or with the intent 
to sell, expose or offer for sale, such mixture or compound as 
the pure article, nor shall any person, firm, association or cor- 
poration, personally or by any clerk or agent, stamp, stencil or 
mark any tank car, tank, barrel, keg, can or other vessel so as 
to falsely represent that it contains either "Pure linseed oil raw" 
or "Pure linseed oil boiled," nor so as to falsely represent the 
manufacturer thereof, nor permit or suffer any such false paint- 
ing, stamping, stenciling or marking. 

35. PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF LAW. 

[Section 4, chapter 234, laws of 1899.] Any person, firm, 
association, corporation who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not more than six months.
